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A S ſoon as the Commons had returned from the Houſe 
of Lards, and the Speaker had read the King's ſpeech, 
(for which ſee the Lords debates of this day) 


Lord Lewiſham moved the uſual addreſs, His Lordſhip Lord Leui- 
began with lamenting that » brilliant circumſtances, no fam. 


very remarkable or intereiting events had diſtinguiſhed the 
operations of the ſummer campaign; at leaſt, none ſuch as 
could invite that Houſe of Parliament to carry their con- 
gratulations to the foot of the throne, The ſummer, he ob- 
ſerved, had been marked rather with inactivity, an inacti- 
vity however not wholly confined to cur fleets and armies. 
Inferior to the enemy, and conſequently leſs fitted for en- 
terprize, active or offenſive operations could hardly be ex- 
pected from us, The ſuperiority of our enemies, on the other 
hand, ſhould have inſpired in them a ſpirit, proportioned 
to their apparent profpects of ſucceſs. Was that the caſe ? 
No; the combined powers of France and Spain ſeemed to 
have been ſeiſed with a torpor, which either proved the de- 
ficiency of their plans, or their total incapacity in carrying 
them into execution. A powerful and numerous fleet had 
been equipped; a conſiderable land force had been aſſembled 
ſeemingly with an intention, to. invade this country ; and 
the flag of Bourbon diſplayed along our coaſts, in an empty 
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and inefficient parade: and the lives, treaſure and time of the 
enemy, were waſted to no purpoſe. They had vainly threat- 
enced to drive us to the laſt trial, a contention for our alt, 
to oblige us to defend our altars and our fireſides, which if 
they had attempted, the firm countenance of our army, 
the undaunted reſolution of our militia and thoſ- patriotic 
individuals who ſtepped forth and manifeſted a zeal and 
alacrity ſcarcely paralleled in any farmer period of our 
hiſtory, followed by the liberai contributions made by 
ſeveral reſpectable bodies of men, afforded every rational 
ground, that we ſhould have triumphes over our foes ; and 
that the raſbacſs and audacity ot che actcinpt, would be 
equalled only by the ſucceſſion of defeats and ditzraces which 
would have followed. 

For his part, he conſeſſed he was one of theſe, how ver 
paradoxical it might appear, who ſincerely wiſhed, that the 
enemy had landed. Thoroughly ſatisfied, thut oppoted by 
a brave and well diſciplined militia commanded by men who 
had the firſt intereſt in the preſervation of this country, the 
invadors muſt, in his opinion, have met with repeated de- 
feats, which would probably have terminated in total de- 
ſtruction or captivity. 

Upon the whole, when he conſidered that our trade had 
been protected from the ravages and depredations of a moſt 


formidable confederacy of power, combined for the purpoſes 


of injuſtice and reſtleſs ambition; that the intentions of 
invading this iſland had been fruſtrated ; and the moſt 
powerful armaments our combined enemies were able to 
ſend forth to terrify or mo!-it us, had been baffled, he could 
not but be perſuaded that the event of the campaign, all cir- 
cumſtances conſidered, was clearly in our favour. 

As to Ireland, he did not doubt, but ſuch relief would 
be given to that country, as its ſtate and preſent diſtreſſes 
particula;:ly called for, and ſuch as our own immediate 
ſituation would permit. The intereſt of both nations, he 
had every reaſon to believe, would be diſcuſſed with temper 
and candour; for though a violent mob had recently acted in 
2 riotous manner in Dublin, he truſted and was firmly per- 
ſuaded, that ſuch illegal and unwarrantable proceedings had 
not met with the leaſt encouragement or countenance, from 
the gentlemen of property, real influence, or character in 
Ireland. —He could not bring himſelf to ſuppoſe even for a 
moment, that the people of that kingdom, who had uni- 
formly, for a great length of time, conducted themſelves in 
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ſo commendable a manner, and had given ſo many repeated 
proofs of their affection and good-will for this country, would 
take an advantage of its diſtreſſed ſituation. Extremities he 
hoped were not wiſhed for by either nation; the good nature 
of this country, the generolity of that, and the wiſdom of 
both, would, he flattered himſelf, prevent them. 

The ſubje& of unanimity was too trite he found to be 
handled by him, or preſſed on the Houſe in any new form. 
But, as he was perſuaded our fituation was ſuch, that 
unanimity was our greateſt and beſt reſource, the only 
true baſis, on which every proſperous meaſure in future 
could be built; he could not help ſtrenuouſly and warmly- 
recommending it to gentlemen on every fide of the Houſe. 
He hoped and truſted, that they could bury their diſſen- 
tions in the genera/ god; and make the moſt vigorous ex- 
ertions, in order to advance the publ:c ſervice, at a time, 
that every head and every heart, ſhould be united. to avert 
the danger with which the Empire was threatened : His 
Lordſhip therefore moved the following addreſs, 


Moſt gracious Sovereign, 

We, your Majeſty's muſt dutiful and loyal ſubjects, the 
Commons of Great Britain in Parliament aſſembled, beg 
leave to return your Majeſty the thanks of this houſe, for 
your moſt g racious ſpeech from the throne. 

We are truly ſenſible that in the preſent arduous fituation 
of affairs, we are called upon by every principle and every 
ſentiment of duty to your Majeſty, and to thoſe we repre- 
ſent, to exert and to unite our utmoſt efforts in the ſupport 
and defence of our country againſt a moſt unjuſt war, and 
one of the moſt dangerous confederacies that was ever form- 
ed againſt the crown and people of Great Britain, 

We ſee and revere the goodneſs of Divine Providence, in 
fruſtrating and diſappointing the defigns of our enemies to 
invade this kingdom : and whenever they attempt to carry 
their menaces into execution, we tru{t that their attacks 
will be repelled, and their enterprize defeated, by the bleſ- 
ſing of the ſame Providence on the valour and intrepidity of 
your Majeſty's fleets and armies; and that your Majeſty's 
gracious and endearing declaration of your confidence in the 
character and courage of your people will be juſtified, by - 
the moſt convincing proofs, * they are ſtill animated by 
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the ſame ardour, and the ſame ſpirit, that have in former 
times carried this nation through ſo many dithculties and 
dangers, and have ſo often enabled their anceſtors to protect 
their country and all its dominions, and to ſave not only 
their own rights, but the liberties of other free ſtates, 
from the reſtleſs ambition and encroaching power of the 
houſe of Bourbon. 

We acknowledge, with thankfulneſs, your Majeſty's 
goodneſs and attention to the addreſs of this houſe, re- 
ſpecting your loyal and faithful kingdom of Jrcland, in 
being pleaſed to order ſuch papers to be communicated to 
this Houſe, as may aſſiſt our deliberations on this important 
buſineſs : and we beg leave to aſſure your Majeſty, that we 
will not fail to take into our confideration what turther be- 
nefits and advantages may be extended to that kingdom 
by ſuch regulations, and ſuch methods, as may moſt effec- 
tually promote the common ſtrength, wealth, and intereſts 
of all your dominions. 


Permit us, Sir, to return our humble thanks to your 


Majeſty, for the gracious manner in which your Majeſty 
renews and confirms your intire approbation of the good 
conduct and ſteady diſcipline of the national militia; and 
to aſſure your Majeſty, that we concur moſt ſincerely with 
your Majeſty, in acknowledging and applauding the meri- 
torious zeal and ſervices of thoſe loyal ſubjects who ſtood 
forth in the hour of danger, and who have added con- 
fidence, as well as ſtrength, to the national defence. 


Your Majeſty's faithful Commons receive with gratitude, ' 


and take a fincere part in, your Majeſty's paternal expreſſions 
of concern, that the various and extenſive ſervices and ope- 
rations of the enſuing year muſt unavoidably be attended 
with great and heavy expences : yet, when it is conſidered 
how much the commerce, the proſperity, and the ſafety, f 
Great Britain depend on the iſſue of this conteſt, we doubt 
not that ſuch powerful confiderations and motives will in- 
duce all your Majeſty's ſubjects to ſuſtain, with cheerful- 
neſs and magnanimity, whatever burthens ſhall} be found 
neceſſary, for raiſing ſuch ſupplies as may enable your Ma- 
jeſty to proſecute the war with vigour and effect, and to 
make every exertion, in order to compel your enemies to 
liſten to equitable terms of peace and accommodation. 
Lord Parker ſeconded the motion, and in a few words, 


which he delivered in a very low voice, obſerved, that if 
; we 
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we had not any briilzant ſucceſſes, for which we could con- 
gratulate his Mejeſ:y, we had, in the courſe of the laſt 
campaign, acquired many /e/id advantages, for which we 
had rcaion to rejuice, A dreadful invaſion had been threat- 
ened; but, though the enemy had inſulted our coaſts, they 
had clearly indicated by their retreat, that they had but 
very ſlender hopes of ſucceſs, in the event of a debark- 
ation, Our coaſts had been protected from ravage, by 
the good condition and judicious diſpoſition of our army; 
ro impreſſion was atiemped to be made on our coafis, and 
our trade had been conducted ſafe into port, in ſpite of 
the boaſted ſuperiority of the Houle of Bourbon. 

Theſe advantages he did not deem inconſiderable; nor 
did it in the leaſt alter their value in his opinion, that 
they were not brilliant, nor accompanicd with cc/at ; but 
while he was thankful to Providence, for the bleſſings and 
advantages already received, he earneſtly exhorted the 
Houſe to unanimity; hoping it would concur in the mo- 
tion made by his noble friend, and give that degree of 
ſupport to the crown and its miniſters, as would enable 
his Majeſty to humble his enemies, to compel them to 
conſent to meaſures of equity and juſtice, reſtore the na- 
tional tranquility, and render his ſubjects happy. With 
this view ſolely, he thought it his duty, to give his hearty 
aſſent to the addreſs moved by the noble Lord. 


Lord Fehn Cavendiſh obterved, that little as he was Lord Joh 
pleaſed with the ſpecch from the throne, there was however Cavendiſb. 


one part of it, which he could not but approve. His Majeſty 
had mentioned Divine Providence, as a great ally, that had 
contributed much to our preſervation, The thing was 
right, but his Majeſty might have ventured a little further, 
and have given Providence more credit; for in his opinion, 
it was to Providence, and nothing elſe, we owed our ſalva- 
tion, With a fleet very much inferior, a defenceleſs coaft, 
and an exhauſted. treaſury, we muſt hve fallen a prey to 
to our combined enemies, if they had thought proper to 
attack us. Our miniſters ſupine, negligent, and divided; 
Plymouth naked in point of actual defence, or troops to 
man the defences, ſuch as they were ; what had we a right 
to expect but deſtruction, —Providence however interpoſed, 
and the danger blew over, Providence, not miniſters, there- 
fore ought to have the merit, We had lived to fee, not- 
withſtanding this miraculous interpoſition, and to the 
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preſent adminiſtration we owed, the ſhameful and igno- 
minious fight of a Britiſh fleet flying from the enemy; 


and abandoning a naked coaſt to their inſults. This, he 


would be bound to maintain, was the firſt time ſuch a 
diſgrace had happened to us, and defied adminiſtration 
to point out a period, when the enemy rode triumphant 
and without oppoſition in the Britiſh channel. 

His Lordſhip was aſtoniſhed at the King's ſilence, on 
a topic of all others the mol? intereſting, it having been 
the ſource of all our preſent calamities. He meant the 
American war. He defired to know from ſome one or 
other of the miniſters preſent, if it was not of conſe- 
quence to the nation to be informed of the ftate and con- 
dition of that county? whether it was to be totally aban- 
doned, or whether we had in that part of the world any 
rational proſpect of a ſucceſsful termination to that cruel, 
impolitic, and expenſive war? That accurſed war had 
already coſt the nation many millions, and many thouſand 
lives; yet, America was not once mentioned in the ſpeech ; 
unleſs his Majeſty included it in “ all my dominions,” 
a perſon might be tempted to conclude, that by totally 
omitting or rather avoiding any mention of the colo- 
nies, his Majeſty meant to renounce his ſovereignty over 
them. 

The diſpoſal of the army at home, called for his higheſt 
and moſt marked diſapprobation, Enormous ſums had 
been voted for it, and expended without the leaſt appear- 
ance of ceconomy, or frugality, and, inſtead of detaching 
part of it to act with vigour againſt the enemy, the whole 
enormous machine was kept idle and inactive at home. 
The modeling of the army was as ſcandalous as it was 
unjuſt. The experienced veteran was obliged to make 
way for the raw ſubaltern, who had more friends or for- 
tune, than merit or claim from long ſervice, to recom- 
mend him. Thus murmurings, jealouſies, and grievances 
were created, among thoſe who were fighting the battles of 
their country, and undergoing all the fatigues and perils of 
war, who ought not to have their attention diverted from 
their duty, by the miſconduct of miniſters heaping injuries 
upon them, which are generally reſented, as it may be pre- 
ſumed, by perſons who, from their habits and profeſſion, 
have a quick ſenſe of honour, and are impatient of any 
direct indignity offered to them, either in their individual 
er profeſſional character. 
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To conclude, ſuch were the glaring abſurdities, criminal 
omiſſions, and ſcandalous inconſiſtencies of the preſent 
adminiſtration; that, unlefs they were baniſhed from the 
royal preſence, and this ſyſtem totally overturned, the na- 
tion mult inevitably fall under the power of its enemies. 
Jo preveiit ſo fatal a misfortune, he moved an amend- 


ment. For w ch ſee the Lord's debates of this ſeſſion.

ment. 
Mr. James Grenvilic ſaid, he had as lively a ſenſe of the 


Mr. 7ames 


neccſhiy of unanimity at, preſent, as the noble Lord who Gy eaville, 


moved the addrefs : but he wiſhed for it on motives very 
different, and fer purpoſes directly contradictory to thoſe 
aſſigned by the noble Lord. He moſt ardently wiſhed, 
for the unanimous concurrence of the Houſe, in the amend- 
ment juſt propoſed by his noble friend; and affirmed, that 
it was the only means now leit, for our delivery from the 
forcign fue. It was that alone, he was convinced, which 
could extricate us from the innumerable perils and diffi- 
culties that encompaſſed us on every ſide; and which a 
further ſupport of the preſent miniſterial ſyſtem would draw 
down on our devoted heads. Their incapacity in council, 
their inability to plan, and their mode of even carrying thoſe 
wretched counſel into effect, were proofs too evident, to 
admit of doubt or controverſy. The events, or rather no 
events, of the laſt campaign had ſtamped on the minds of 
people, in ſuch ihdelible characters, the effects of this 
ſyſtem, and every thing flowing from it, that, were it not to 
remind the Houſe of ſome glaring particulars, he ſhould 
have hardly troubled it on the ſubject, 

Plymouth, one great limb of the body politic, the great 
naval key of the kingdom, and the ſecond naval arſenal, was 
left without defence, to the mercy of our enemies. In the 
Weſt Indies our ſituation was truly deplorable : Dominica. 
captured, St. Vincent's wreſted from us, and Grenada once 
more reduced to the obedience of France. If he caſt his 
eyes around, he could fee misfortune and dejection ſtrongly 
painted in the countenance of every gentleman, who had 
or may ſtil] have property in the Weſt India iflands; they 
had already felt the violent convulſion occaſioned by the 
ſuperiority of the naval power of France, in that quarter 
of the world : And their fortunes had been cruthed, if not 
annihilated, by the ſhock. It was impoſſible, in his opi- 
nion, that one of them could retain the ſmalleſt degree of 
con» 
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confidence in adminiſtration, to whom and by whom alone, 

the loſs of their pri vate fortunes muſt be at ributed, and 

their public expectations extinguiſhed, He wiſhed to know 

what muſt become of the Miniſter when the great day of 

national account, and national retribution, ſhould arrive? 

When he ſhould be deſerted by the friends, who had hitherto 
iven him a blind and indiſcriminate ſupport. 

At home, our ſituation was no leſs deplorable ; drained 
of our money as the country was by this accurſed American 
war, there was not caſh ſufficient in the nation, for carry- 
ing on the purpoſes of trade. In, fairs and markets, little 
buſineſs was tranſacted, The merchant did not like to truſt 
his property on the ſea, while our Channel was covered with 
the fleet of France, and our intercourſe with the ocean in 
a great meaſure cut off, The dread of being intercepted 
by the ſhips of France, Spain, end America, had taken 
poſſeſſion of the heart of every perſon engaged in trade and 
commerce. It affected our manufacturers, as well as our 
trade; and conſequently all employment was at an end, 
The lower orders of the people were half idle, or totally 
unemployed ; and as the moſt inequivecal proof that this 
was no exaggerated account, or over- charged picture, he 
could give the grand and ultimate criterion of this me- 
Iancholy and alarming truth by ailuring the Houſe, that 
the rent of lands, had rapidly decreaſed within the two laſt 
years; notwithſtanding which, contrary to all former in- 
ſtances, eſtates that would have fold for thirty, in ſome 
inſtances thirty-fhve or forty, had ſajlen to twenty-five, nay 
zo twenty years purchaſe. 

He then ſpoke to the aftairs of Ircland, and the preſent 
condition of that kingdom, He ſaid, ſuch was the preſent 
ſtate of that country and its di ſtreſſes, that they called for 
the molt ſpeedy inveſtigation. The diſtreſſes of Ireland, 
whether conſidered in a figurative or definite ſenſe, were 
the diftrefies of England; and he was fully convinced, that 
the former could enjoy no benefit in trade, no advantage in 
commerce, no ſpecies of proſperity whatever, without ſhar- 
ing them in common, without imparting them bountifuily 
to the later. To preclude the Iriſh from a participation 
of trade, was to preclude them from the means of ſupport- 
ing their eſtabliſnments. For his part, he did not care how 
much freedom they © enjoyed in commerce with Great Bris 
tain, provided the difference in point of labour in both * 
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doms was brought near each other by an equality of taxes 
laid by themſelves on their own manufactures deſtined for 
exportation. If our eſtabliſhment were expenſive, Ireland 
would be then able to aſſiſt us, by contributing towards 
the general expenditure, in proportion to her abilities. 
From Parliament, he obſerved, the people generally ex- 
pected a redreſs of their grievances. The meeting there- 
fore of that body was an event of joy, and flattering ex- 


pectation, to the ſubject; but now the meeting of Parlia- 


ment was as much dreaded, as it was formerly wiſhed for, 
and anxiouſly deſired, The Commons meet now, for the 


ſole purpoſe of impoſing additional burthens upon an over- 


burdened and oppreſſed people,; and the Seffion becomes 
only diſtinguiſhed, for ſome ingenious new-fangled tax, 
invented to draw. from wretchedneſs and poverty, its /a/t 
farthing. 

The awful moment was approaching when the repreſen- 
tatives of the people were to deliver up to the repreſented 
the truſt they had received from their hands. Had gentle- 
men turned in their minds or preconſidered of the account 
they were to render of their ſtewardſhip? Could they inform 
their conſtituents, for what purpoſe they had voted ad- 
ditional taxes to be levied on a people already groaning 
under a debt, not much ſhort of one hundred and fifty 
millions ſterling; and when the unfunded debt, which was 
at preſent enormous, and the expenditure of this year were 
added to it, would be little ſhort of two hundred millions. 
To conclude, there was one way, and but one re- 
maining, in which the repreſentatives of the people could 
in the preſent critical conjuncture of affairs diſcharge their 
duty, and prevent final and univerſal ruin; that was an una- 
nimous goncurrence in the amendment, as moved by his 
noble friend, which pointed openly and implicitly to, and 
had for its ſole object, in the firſt inſtance, the removal of 
thoſe to whoſe odious adminiſtration under the guidance of 
ſecret advice, and that of the moſt hateful and pernicious 
kind, all our preſent calamities and ſurrounding perils muſt 
be, on every ground of paſt experience and preſent per- 
ſeverance in the ſame meaſures, juſtly aſcribed, 

Mr. Adam apprized the Houſe, of his intention to aban- 
don the Minority, and vote with Adminiſtration, on the 
preſent queſtion ; he therefore intreated the indulgence of 
the Houſe, to ſtate the motives of his conduct, and the rea- 
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ſons which induced him to adopt other opinions : Uncon- 
nected with any party, he declared he was totally unac- 
quainted with the meaſures wiſhed to be adopted on either 
ſide of the Houſe ; or with the plans they might reſpec- 
tively endeavour to recommend. The ſpeech, the addreſs, 
the amendment, he proteſted he had never heard, till they 
were read in the cuſtomary mode of parliamentary pro- 
ceeding; and being neither lifted under the banner of go- 
vernment, or oppoſition, he was at liberty to ſpeak the 
genuine ſentiments of his heart, During the laſt ſeſſion of 
parliament, he had been of opinion, that the want of ſuc- 
ceſs in the field was entirely owing to a want of ſtability 
in our counſels, Fluctuation in the cabinet, he con- 
ſidered as the cauſe of fluctuation in the mode of con- 
ducting our military operations. To the cabinet he had 
aſcribed all our miſcarriages, and therefore had voted againſt 
adminiſtration, However, by an inquiry which had been 
inſtituted in that Houſe, from which he had been called 
to attend a more pleaſing, becauſe he expected it would 
have been a more active, duty in the field, he was induced to 
change his opinion. He plainly perccived, that the fluc- 
tuating Civided ſtate of the cabinet had not been felt in 
America though the operations there appeared to have 
been conducted, as if theſe divifions were well known to 
thoſe to whom the execution of the cabinet meaſures were 
intruſted. This of courſe led him to diſcover, that 
miniſters were not ſolely to blame, and as they were not 
really the cauſe of all the miſcarriages which happened 
in that country, he could not ſee the juſtice or propriety 
of attributing to them, excluſively, the unſkilful conduct 
of the American war; much leſs, that they deſerved in- 
diſcriminate cenfure and puniſhment for thoſe calamities 
for which, in many inſtances, they were totally irreſponſible. 

To remove all the preſent miniſters, which was the ob- 
ject of the noble Lord's amendment, he contended would 


be perſonally injurious to them, as individuals, and, which 


was of much greater jmportance, would be highly preju- 
dicial to the ſtate, as there were ſome of them who were 
acknowledged to poſleſs abilities fully adequate to the 
geat taſk of ſaving their country; and who enjoyed 2a 
great ſhare of public confidence, [ A violent and loud cry 
ef Name them ! name them 


Mr, 
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ceeded, and alluded to a noble Lord at the head of the law, 
[Lord Chancellor] whoſe power in debate, and whoſe 
abilities, had been felt and confeſſed in that Houſe before 


he was raiſed to the rank of a Peer of the Realm. He men- | 


tioned likewiſe the noble Lord to whom the ſeals had 
been lately delivered, in the. ſame Houſe [Stormont] 
who had done himſelf ſo much honour in the manner in 
which he conducted two very important embaſſies, at the 
Imperial and French courts: 

He ſaid, he had another very cogent reaſon, for not con- 
curring in the amendment moved by the noble Lord, either 
in reſpecting new counſels or new counſellors; for, amongſt 
thoſe gentlemen who ſtood candidates for office, he could 
not ſingle out ne, by whom the {tate was likely to be better 
ſerved than by our preſent rulers. The former had al- 
ready betrayed their intentions, by the abject conceſſions 
they would have made to our revolted ſubjects in America 
had they poſſeſſed the power of giving them a miniſteral 
ſanction. And he was afraid, ſhould they be called into 
office, inſtead of carrying on the war with fpirit and ac- 
tivity, they would terminate it with a diſhonourable and 
humiliating peace. He therefore deemed it better to make 
one ſtruggle more even under the preſent miniſters, than 
remove them, in order to make way for others, whoſe ad- 
miniſtration would have, for its baſis, the diſmemberment 
and diſgrace of the empire. He beheld a political phæ- 
nomenon at the inſtant he was ſpeaking ; an unſucceſsful mi- 
niſtry, and an unpopular oppoſition ! | 

As to our ſituation, it was far from being dangerous, much 
leſs deſperate, as had been the caſe at former periods of 
our hiſtory. The noble Lord who moved the amendment, 
defied Adminiſtration to point out a time when we had 
loſt the dominion of the ſea, or the poſſeſſion of our Cha- 
nel. He could tell the noble Lord the period; it was in 
the year 1690, when we had been beaten for the ſecond 
time at ſea; firſt off Bantry on the coaſt of Ireland, and 
laſtly in the year mentioned, off Beachy-head. When the 
French burnt a town on our coaſt, ſunk or deſtroyed ſeven 
ſbips of the line, when our admiral (Herbert lord Barring- 
ton) was obliged to fly for the river, to order the buoys and 
ſea marks to be pulled up or deſtroyed ; to evade purſuit to 
take ſhelter in the Thames and Medway, from the victori- 
ous foe; when Ireland was in a ſtate of actual and moſt 
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formidable reſiſtance, ſupported by a foreign army within 
her bowels, and her whole force commanded by an able 
foreign general (St. Ruth); when finally the moſt dangerous 
diviſions ſubſiſted at home, one half atleaſt of the people ſcant- 
ly abetting the cauſe of the exiled thing, and the other 
half far from being united. Notwithſtanding which, in 
ſuch an ocean of perils and difficulties, and ſuch an hoſt 
of calamities, we at length ſurmounted them all, and brought 
the ſtate veſſel ſafe into the port. If this was a true pic- 
ture of the affairs of this country in the year 1690, 
which he preſumed would not be even controverted, much 
leſs expreſsly denied, it would follow, that the noble Lord 
who moved the amendment, defied adminiſtration to bring 
2 proof which every perſon in the land converſant in Engliſh 
hiſtory was fully competent to decide on. But declining 
to puſh the fact or ſimile further, the noble Lord muſt ac- 
knowledge its particular application, to an expreſſion in 
the amendment: New Counſels, new Counſellors. Why? 
Becauſe our preſent counſellors had been unſucceſsful; but 
ſurely it was reaſonable to ſuppoſe, that the unſucceſsful 
miniſters of 1779, might prove as fortunate as the unſuc- 
ceſsful miniſters of 1690; and that as in the latter year, 
the honour of the Engliſh flag being tarniſhed and diſ- 
graced had in two years afterwards recovered its luſtre, 
by a total defeat of the fleet of France ; ſo might the Bri- 
tiſh flag, though not diſgraced, ſhortly recover its wonted 
dignity, which might terminate in an honourable conclu— 
fion of the war. 

Mr. T. Townſhend roſe next, and anſwered Mr. Adam, 
very fully ad hoaminem, as to his motives for deſerting op- 
poſition, &c. but thoſe arguments were chiefly perſonal, 
and not ſtrictly applicable to the ſubject matter of debate; 
we ſhall ſelect ſuch parts of this gentleman's ſpeech, as 
were immediately directed to the queſtion. 

However contemptible his ideas might be, reſpecting the 
preſent adminiſtration, he declared he thought it impoſ- 
fible that we could ever have been brought into the ca- 
lamitous and perilous ſtate in which we were then reduced, 
if, to the inability of our miniſters, baſe treachery were not 
added; treachery he was perfectly ſatisfied was ſomewhere 
lurking in our councils, and had ſurrounded the throne ; 
otherwiſe, in ſpite of the blunders of adminiſtration, we 
ſhould be, in infinitely a better ſtate of defence, than we were. 
The hiſtory of laſt ſummer would remain an indelible dif- 
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race on this country, The Channel, over which we had 
claimed an ancient and hitherto uncountroled dominion, 
had been abandoned by our admiral; brave and ſkilful and 
experienced as Sir Charles Hardy was known to be, the 
inferiority of his fleet had compelled him to ſhun the enemy, 
and ſuffer them to diſplay their triumphant flag, and ride 
paramount and unmpleſted, on an empire once conſidered 
as our own, in fight of a coaſt little accuſtomed to the 
inſulting ſight of an enemy's fleet. ſuch however at that 
time was the ſtate of Plymouth, naked, defenceleſs, and 
uncovered, that had the French attempted to land, their 
appearance off the coaſt of the Channel would not have 
been called, as it had, a mere“ empty parade. Plymouth, 
the ſecond naval arſenal in the kingdom, would now be in 


aſhes. ; 


He had in his eye ſeveral gentlemen, who were at Ply- 
mouth when the combined ſquadron appeared off that har- 
bour, who could bear witneſs, that the town would not, if 
attacked, have been able to make any reſiſtance ; fo that, in the 
well applied and pointed language of his noble friend, it 
was Providence alone that protected it. The ſuperiority of 
the enemy, which could be adduced as the only reaſon 
for the flight of our fleet, ought to be conſidered as fur- 
niſhing the fulleſt and moſt convincing evidence of the 
criminality of miniſters. The greater our miniſters foreſaw 
that ſuperiority would be, the weightier and more onerous 
was the obligation on them to prevent it, by ſending out 
a proportionable force to meet them in time, which would 
have ſecured us againſt a junction of the French and Spa- 
nith ſquadrons. Could miniſters ſay, that they were ſur- 
prized ? that the enemy had ſtolen upon them from Cadiz to 
Plymouth? By no means. The Spaniards, within and with- 
out that Houſe, had been repreſented by miniſters and their 
friends as tardy and fluggiſh. Could we not have learned 
their intention of joining the French fleet, and ſhould not 

that junction have been prevented? | 
Our Weſt India iſlands ' were left ſill, if poſſible, more 
naked and defenceleſs, and were ſecured or rather delivered 
up, by miniſters to our enemies ; for, in his opinion, there 
was very little difference between our ſurrendering our 
Weſt India poſſeſſions, by a private or public treaty to 
France, and leaving them in ſuch an uncovered, defenceleſs 
and unprotected ſtate, as to render any ſpecies of reſiſt- 
ance little ſhort of inſane temerity, and obſtinate una- 
| vailing 
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vailing raſhneſs. The proſpect America would preſent, if 
brought forward, was ſo gloomy, that miniſters had cau— 
tiouſly drawn a veil over it, to keep it from the public eye, 
In the Mediterranean our trade was annihiliated, Gibraltar 
was beſieged, and we had not been able hithereto to ſend 
it the leaſt relief: in a word our affairs were in fo calami- 
tous a ſituation, that miniſters, the authors of our misfor- 
tunes, were the firſt objects of our contempt and execration : 
and no man who did not with or deſerve to ſhare in their 
puniſhment ſhould offer himſelf a candidate ſor their friend- 
ſhip, or partake under their countenance and favour of the 
emoluments of office. 

But of late years, a moſt dangerous doctrine had gone 
forth, and had been moſt ſeduJouſly and with all poſſible 
art and induſtry propagated, by the followers of Admini- 
ſtration, and perhaps ſome of its members; though neither 
had the confidence to publicly avow it in that hour, which 
directly tended to overthrow the Conſtitution, and ought 
to be checked or inſtantly cenſured in the moſt poſitive 
terms, that the King was his own Miniſter, his own 
« Admiral in chief, his own General, his own S$ecre- 
© tary, his own Preſident of the council his own Financier, 
Thus his Majeſty was made the ſhield behind which kna- 
very, ſervility, and every ſpecies of native folly, treachery, 
and villainy might ſcreen themſelves from puniſhment. If 
an Admiral or a firſt Lord, or any other Lord of the ad- 
miralty, is blamed, he will ſay, „I but obzy the orders of 
my Sovereign, he is his own miniſter, and in him is 
concentred all the wiſdom, ſkill, and experience of his 
humble ſubſtitute, and all thoſe who act in ſubordinate ſitu- 
ations ;” ſo with the commander in chief, the Secretaries, 
Preſident, and Financier. 

The failure of every meaſure, is thus laid at the door of 
the Sovereign, who, according to both the letter and fpirit 
of the conſtitution, can do no wrong, and the reſponſibility 
of the ſervants transferred to the -perſonal and political 
character of the maſter. Theſe were doctrines which af- 
forded but a flimſy and wretched protection from puniſh— 
ment ; for an impartial and uncorrupt Parliament would 
know where reſponſibility ought to reſt, would fix it ac- 
cordingly, and would direct it to the quarter where both juſ- 
tice, the conſtitution, and the Jaws, pointed, and whereat 
ſome future day, he predicted, it would be loudly and pe- 
remptorily demanded, | 
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To oppoſe a dreadful confederacy, as announced from 
the throne though the ſame channel of authority, he was 
fully warranted in preſuming, that we were left without 
any ally; otherwiſe, there would have been ſome notice 
taken in the ſpeech, that negotiation had thrown ſome 
weight into the oppoſite ſcale. In former adminiſtrations, 
continental connexions had been neceſſary; at preſent they 
were exploded : as we affected to diſregard the continent 
and our former friends there, the continent had learned by 
example, to diſregard us; which he deemed to be one 
principal cauſe of our misfortunes. No alliance, no com- 
bination, no interference in our favour, either on Jucra- 
tive or generous motives, The whole power of the Houſe 
of Bourbon was collected, and directed againſt us. In 
former wars, we had allies who compelled France to divide 
her power, and ſend great part of her forces, the very flower 
of her troops, and the main ſtrength of her — — to 
the banks of the Rhine, the Weſer, and the Danube; 
but our wiſe miniſters, acting in their new ſyſtem, had 
deprived us of that reſource, which had never failed ſince 
the Revolution to baffle and defeat our enemies. If, in the 
year 1690, we had loſt the dominion of the Channel, as 
had been ſo confidently aſſerted by the Hon. gentleman who 
ſpoke laſt, we were not however forlorn, abandoned, and 
deſpiſed by the great continental powers of Europe; 
we were not deſerted nor unpitied by all mankind. 
The United Provinces were embarked with us in the ſame 
cauſe, ſhared in our diſtreſſes, and contributed to our pro- 
ſperity. The Emperor of Germany gave every counte- 
nance to the new eftabliſhment formed at the Revolution, 
The Princes of the Empire were in our intereſt, and 
Spain ſtood upon the moſt amicable terms with us. 
Reverſe the picture, and obſerve the contraſt ; we have not 
now one friend from the confines of Siberia to the Streights 
of Gibraltar, nor from Norway to the Helleſpont ; and 
not only France to contend with, but France, Spain, 
and the greater part of Italy leagued againſt us, and almoſt 
every other power in Europe but two or three hoſtilely in- 
elined, and thoſe two or three lukewarm and indifferent. 

Upon the whole he ſaw ſuch a diſinclination, almoſt ap- 
proaching to averſion, in the continental powers to join us, 
under the preſent adminiſtration, he ſaw ſuch evils as had 
already befallen us, and deſcried plainly many more, which 
would be the natural reſult or conſequence of thoſe already 
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in exiſtence, which if not prevented by parliament would 
hereafter befal us, that, to ſave the kingdom from invinci- 
ble deſtruction, he knew not of a more effectual way, than 
the conſenting to remove the preſent miniſtry, He would 
therefore give his hearty concurrence to the amendment 
| propoſed by his noble friend. 
W Mr. Mixchix. Mr. Minchin ſaid he would not have rifen but for the 
mention he had heard made of Plymouth. He had been 
there when the French had appeared before it, and ſo weak 
did he affirm the garriſon to have been, ſo little able to 
make a reſiſtance, that had the enemy Janded their men they 
muſt have deſtroyed the town. We would have met 
them, ſaid he, with the ſpirit of Engliſhmen; but ſure 
I am that to a man we muſt have periſhed.” Our feel- 
ings were mortified to ſee one of our ſhips taken within 
fight of the port, and the French flag proudly waving, and 
challenging us to action to which we were unequal : our fleet 
ſkulked between the rocks for ſhelter, and in the night ſtole 
into the Channel, without daring to fire their ſignal guns, 
while thoſe of the enemy were thundering in our ears. This 
was the afflicting ſtate of Plymouth and our fleet; and to 
Providence, and Providence alone, he aſcribed our preſerva- 
tion from a ruin which we ourſelves were unable to avert. 
Lord George Gordon roſe next. He inſiſted that there was 
not common ſenſe in the King's ſpeech, and that it abounded 
with impropriety. His Majeſty, ſaid his Lordſhip, tells us that 
in conſequence of our addreſs he has ordered certain papers 
relative to Ireland to be laid before us; why not in conſe- 
quence of addreſſes from Ireland? were Iriſh addreſſes to be 
diſregarded ? and was the Iriſh parliament unworthy of no- th 
tice? The truth is, Sir, his Majeſty's miniſters are no 
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leſs odious in Ireland than in England; the Iriſh deem y 
themſelves oppreſied, and call their government tyranny. ok 


To prove this, Sir I need only read to you the opinions WW N 
of ſome leading members in the Iriſh Commons. His Lord- 
oy then produced a news-paper, and read from it the 
\debates of the Commons in Ireland on the firſt day of their WW af 
meeting; and dwelt with particular emphaſis on every ſen- of 
tence that conveyed a cenſure on adminiſtration, The of 
grievances of Ireland, he ſaid, were become ſo numerous B. 
and intolerable that the people were obliged at laſt to inſiſt ¶ be 
on having a free trade, But if this demand was to be tig 
complied with, and that. they were to trade with every 
part of the Empire, he begged of the noble Lord * 
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blue ribbon would give him timely notice of it, that he 


might write down to Scotland to give his countrymen warn- 
ing to eſtabliſh an India company of their own, 

In Scotland he declared the people were as ready to break 
with the miniſter as in Ireland. The indulgences given vo 
-papiſts had alarmed the whole country, and they were deter- 
mined to guard againſt a people that were become ſuch fa- 
yourites in the eyes of the miniſtry, He did not ſpeak his 


his own ſentiments only; government ſhould find one hun- 


dred and twenty thouſand men at his back, who would avow 
and ſuport them, and whoſe warmth of ſpirit was ſtill greater 
than his was. They had ſent petitions to the miniſters of 
ſtate, who had diſregarded them; to the Lord Chancellor, to 
deliver to the Lords, who ſuppreſſed them; and to you, Mr. 
Speaker, who have incurred the diſpleaſure of the people by 
not delivering them to the Commons. They have now 
printed their ſentiments and reſolutions on their grievances, 
and as ſoon as they are bound, ſays he, I am to dehver one of 
them to the King, and another to the Prince of Wales, that 
that they may learn from them upon what terms the Scotch 
will be governed by them. | 

The coaſt of Scotland being left naked and defenceleſs, 
the people of Dumfriesſhire had petitioned for arms to de- 
fend themſelves, To my certain knowledge, ſaid his Lord- 
ſhip, Paul Jones might have deſtroyed Glaſgow, Leith, 
Greenock, and Edinburgh, at the ſame time. The anſwer 
was mortifying, a poſitive refuſal of the requeſt was given. I 
will read you the letter, Mr. Speaker, ſaid he from the ſecre- 


tary at war to the Duke of Queenſberry and Lord Stormont, 


on the ſubject. Having read the letter, he darted a look at 
the ſecretary at war, and ſtretching out his arm, he ſudden- 
ly exclaimed, and you, Charles 4 — how dare you 
write ſuch a letter! Robert Bruce would not have dared to 
write ſuch a one: and yet the ſecretary of an EleRor of 
Hanover, has had the preſumption to do it: the royal fami- 
ly of Stuart had been bani for not attending to the 
voice of their people; and yet the Elector of Hanover is not 
afraid to diſregard it, Sir Hugh Smithſon Earl Percy [Duke 
of Northumberland] armed cap-a-pee, marches at the head 
of all the cheeſemongers and 8 from Temple-Bar to 
Brentford, and the great Earl Douglas of Scotland is not to 
be intruſted with arms. The Scotch are irritated at this par · 
tiality; and in point of religion they are exaſperated, as 
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they are convinced in their own mind that the King is a 
papiſt, 

He ſeemed inclined to proceed in the ſame manner, when 
the Speaker at laſt interrupted him. His Lordſhip then con- 
cluded with notice of a motion he intended to make. 


his filence ſhould be interpreted as proceeding from a de- 
fire to ſhun the warm conflict ſo eagerly urged by the noble 
Lord who moved the amendment, and the two hon. gentle- 
men who followed on the ſame fide. But for the reaſon juſt 
-afhgned, as he thought it proper to ſtand up ſo early in the 
Evening, and was about to ſpeak on a ſubject which affeQed 
himſelf ſo materially, being one of the counſellors whole 
removal was ſought by the amendment propoſed by the noble 
Lord.

He was prepared to MW iÞ' 
anſwer. him; he would inſtantly retire; for whenever the ed 
majority of the Houſe of Commons ſhould dilapprove of a WU © 
miniſter's conduct, he muſt give way, Like a torrent their I Wh 
diſapprobation, muſt, and ought, to ſweep miniſters before e 
it. For God forbid exclaimed his Lordſhip, „that there 
ſhould be a voice in the nation, ſtronger, louder, more 
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peremptory or deciſive, than that of Parliament. When- 
ever my accounting day ſhall come, and that day muſt 
come, I ſhall meet it without fear. There are laws for 
the protection of innocence, and if my accuſers are not 
enemies to law, I am ſafe. My innocence will be my 
ſhield, and the laws will defend me.“ 

If we had not as yet any allies, it was not to be attributed 
to his diſlike of continental connections, it aroſe from the 
prevailing politics of other powers. If France had attacked 
any power on the continent, he would have had no objection 
to Fong interfered in continent: affairs. The ſupport of the 
balance of power would have called upon this country to 
ſuccour the power attacked; and he made no doubt, but 
other powers would chearfully take up arms for the _ 
purpoſe ; but at preſent it was not a continental power 
was attacked; it was Great Britain, with whom the conti- 
nental powers did not think themſelves immediately connect- 
ed as with their neighbours ; and if they thought ſo, it was 
not his fault; he thought otherwiſe, and he was ſatisfied that 
= would ſhortly ſee their error, and interpoſe to check the 
ambition of the Houſe of Bourbon. 

The vaſt ſuperiority of the enemy was not imputable to him, 
or thoſe who adviſed his Majeſty, but to other powers ; for 
when the whole Houſe of Bourbon was ſuffered to collect this 
force unmoleſted, or undiſturbed, and to bring it to bear upon 
this country, it was impoſſible for Great Britain to prevent 
them from out-numbering us in ſhips; and yet, notwithſtanding 
his vaſt ſuperiority, when he looked into and conſidered the 
hiſtory of the laſt campaign, he found that diſgrace was theirs 
not ours. They had fitted out a formidable armament; they 
appeared upon our coaſts, it is true; they talked big, threaten- 
ed a great deal, did nothing and retired, -It ſhould be remem- 
bered that the enemy confeſſed themſelves to be acting on the of- 
fenſive, we were as profeſſedly acting on the defenſive. They 
came with a declared intention to invade, we to reſiſt ſuch an 
attempt; they were therefore foiled, for they had not dared, 
even to make the attempt. Their immenſe armaments pa- 
raded, and paraded to no purpole ; and their millions were 
ſpent in vain. Had they landed, and indeed he almoſt wiſh- 
ed they had, their reception, he was confident, would be ſuch, 
as would add to their diſgrace; and would have convinced 
them, that a Britiſh militia had ſpirit enough to defend their 


country, and repel the inv aders. 
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Some of the gentlemen on the oppoſite benches, were will, 
ing to attribute the protection of our trade, ſolely to Provi- 
dence, without allowing any merit either to adminiſtration, 
or the commander of the weſtern ſquadron; but it required no 
great ſhare of ſagacity, to ſee, and they ought to have been 
ingenuous enough to confeſs, that with thirty ſeven or forty 
fail of the line, to amuſe, fix the attention, and keep in con- 
tinual motion, a fleet of fixty-ſix, required more than com- 
mon abilities; and was moſt ſalutary in its effects, as it kept 
together an immenſe armament, which if ſeat upon different 
ſervices, directed to ſpecific operations in the weſtern world 
or elſewhere, would probably have deſtroyed our trade and 
commerce, and diſrobed us of ſome of our moſt valuable 

effions. For this ſignal ſervice, the admiral deſerved no 
eſs the admiration, than the applauſe of his countrymen, 
To decline an engagement, when he knew a reinforcement 
was juſt ready to join him, and when the enemy was ſo much 
his ſuperior in point of number, was the effect of pru- 
dence and eminent ſkill in his profeſſion ; to have accepted a 
challenge, would have been the extreme of raſh valour, 


To draw the enemy up the Channel, where our fleet might 


have engaged with leſs diſadvantage, was a meaſure which 
rudence ſuggeſted, and which ſuperior judgment alone could 
ve executed. The enemy did not think proper to come 
to an action pp the Channel, or venture far eaſtward, 
Had Sir Charles Hardy known then, as well as now, the in- 
ternal ſtate of their fleet, he would have wiſhed and earneſtly 
ſought an engagement; and from the bealth, ſpirit, activity, 
and ſuperior naval {kill on our part, his Lordſhip confeſſed, he 
would not have felt the leaſt anxiety or alarm for the event 
of ſuch a conflict. | 
It was aſked why the junction of the French and Spaniſh 
fleets was not prevented? He acknowledged, that ſuch a pre- 
vention, if prafticable, would have been a very deſirable 
point gained ; but he had every reaſon to believe, it was not 
in our power. He would not ſay, that miniſters had not 
thought of it, had not intended it; but the French perceiv- 
Ing our intention, took the reſolution of putting to ſea while 


we were preparing; to ſlip out of Breſt unprepared, and ſail- 


ed for Cadiz, That Monſ. D*Orvilliers was not prepared, 
appeared very . by the ſudden return of ſome of his 
ſhips to Breſt, which were unable to keep the ſea, 


ur preparations were certainly in much greater forward- 
neſs than thoſe of France; and had the French remained in 
port till they ſhould have been really fit for ſervice, we _ 
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moſt aſſuredly have prevented the junction of the French and 
Spaniſh ſquadrons. If we did not imitate them in proceeding 
to ſea in an unprepared ſtate, the reaſoas were obvious. 
The Spaniards were well equipped, our all depended on our 
fleet, and we were therefore obliged to be cautious, 7 
When he reflected on our preſent fituation, he declared it 
did not appear to him, in ſo lantentable a light, as to the hon. 

ntleman, who ſpoke on that fide of the queſtion. We were 
certainly in a much better poſture of defence now, than 
when Spain declared againſt us. Our fleet was much more 
numerous, and by the next ſpring, would be ſtill more fo. 
Our ſhips were admirably equipped, manned, and officered; 
and though he did not like to encourage gentlemen to be too 
ſanguine in their expectations, yet he was free to confeſs, that 
he entertained ſtrong hopes of a brilliant campaign the next 


ſpring. 

ith reſpect to Plymouth, it certainly challenged the moſt 
ſerious attention of the miniſter; it was of the utmoſt con- 
ſequence to the nation, he was ready to acknowledge ; but 
he truſted that the Houſe would not ſuppoſe him and the reſt 
of the King's ſervants, ſo remiſs in their duty, as to leave it 
in the defenceleſs ſtate in which it had been deſcribed by an 
hon. gentleman who ſpoke lately [Mr. Minchin]; care had 
been taken to reinforce the garriſon with two additional 
regiments; and if more were not ſent, it was becauſe govern- 
ment were ſatisfied, that Monf, D' Orvilliers, did not intend 
a debarkation at the time; he only meant to cover it, and 
occupy that part of the Channel, while the tranſports with 
the troops were landing on ſome other part of the coaſt; but 
were it not ſo, D'Orvilliers it was plain, obeyed his orders, 
and had they been otherwiſe, Plymouth could be eafily re- 
inforced. Since the appearance of the enemy off that place, 
every precaution had been taken, that was neceſſary to put 
it into a ſtate, which now enables it to bid defiance to the 
united efforts of the Houſe of Beurbon. 

Our ſituation, he was happy and confident to repeat, was 
much more ſecure and reſpectable, than it was at the ſame 
time laſt year; our fleet was much ſtronger, and likely to 
be conſiderably augmented, in the courſe of the winter and 
commencement of the ſpring; in a word, we were ſo well 
equipped, that no power in Europe need hefitate or be afraid 
to make a common cauſe with us. | 

As to Ireland, he obſerved, that if Ireland was diſtreſſed, 
and he heard it was, it was certainly entitled to relief. Eng- 
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land no doubt, would grant her every thing that could be 


given without injuring herſelf, and Ireland ſurely could not. 


with juſtice, aſk more, A noble Lord | Lord George Gor- 
don] had read the ſpeeches of ſome particular members in 
the Iriſh Houſe of Commons, to prove that the policy of ad- 
miniſtration reſpecting Ireland, was ſtamped with tyranny, 
The gentlemen whoſe ſpeeches were thus alluded to, — 
not have in view the preſent adminiſtration; for Ireland had 
received more benefit from them, than from any other, for 
forty years preceding. Bounties were given on the importa- 
tion of flax - ſeed into that kingdom; on the exportation of 
linen ; the culture of hemp and tobacco; encouragement 
was given to the fiſheries in that kingdom, ber plantation trade 
was enlarged, and many other favours and national benefits 
marked the conduct of the preſent adminiſtration towards that 
kingdom; the complaints of Ireland, were directed not againſt 
the preſent ſervants of the Crown; but againſt the conſtitu- 
tion of this country ; for the great ſource of their complaints 
was, the reſtraint laid on their trade. in the reign of Charles 
II. and William III. Ireland, as far as his voice went, ſhould 
have what was reaſonable, and unleſs there were ſome latent 
tumours, ſome ſecret meaſures, urged by the emiſſaries from 
the enemies of both kingdoms, Ireland would be ſatisfied : ſhe 
ought to be convinced, that England could much better ſubſiſt 
without her, than ſhe could without England ; that her de- 
pendence on England, was to her own advantage, and that if 
the wiſhed to ſhake it off; it would indeed be to the injury of 
England; but would finally terminate in the deſtruction of Ire- 
land. He had no dread however, on that account. He was 
ſure, that ninety-nine out of an handred, aye, nine hundred 
and ninety-nine out of a thouſand, were totally ayerſe to any 
violent meaſures, which might involve in them conſequences 
of local reſiſtance or civil confuſion ; and he retained not the 
moſt remote ſuſpicion or doubt, of the ſiſterly affection of both 
countries towards each other ; and as to the diſpoſition of the 
people of Scotland, the noble Lord, had been miſtaken in his 
opinion concerning it ; for they had given too many proofs 
of their loyalty and affection, and their reverence and obedi- 
ence to the laws, to give cauſe for ſo ill-founded an imputation, 

The amendment certainly contained no language that was 
. unparliamentary, It was the duty of Parliament to cauſe 
miniſters to be removed, but juſtice required, that proof 
ſhould be firſt made of their delinquency. To remove the 
ſervants of the Crown, without aſſigning any cauſe for it, or 
attributing to them withour a trial, what on trial would be 


found not imputable to them, would be unjuſt and unprece- 
dented, 
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dented. I herefore, though he admitted to the fulleſt extent 


the right of the Houſe to addreſs the throne for a removal 


of miniſters, as there was nothing ſpecifically charged in the 
amendment, he certainly would not vote for it; and as it re- 


flected a cenſure upon him, as included in the general deſcrip- 


tion of praying for new counſels and new counſellors, the 


Houſe, he was ſure, would not be ſurpriſed that he did not 
ſupport it,

Mr. Minchin begged to ſay a few words in explanation, and Mr. Mw 


in confirmation of what he had firſt aſſerted; for notwithſtand- bi. 


ing the deciſive tone and confident manner, in which the noble 
Lord in the blue ribbon had contradicted him, relative to the 
ſtrength of Plymouth end its ftate of defence, though when 
the combined fleets appeared before that town, he could bring 
ten thouſand witneſſes to prove the contrary ; and that if the 
enemy had only detached a ſingle ſeventy-four-gun ſhip againſt 


it, they could have reduced its arſenal to aſhes, or landed a 


force to the weſtward, to take poſſeſſion of the heights, in 
which event, ſimilar conſequences would have followed. 


Admiral Keppel roſe, he ſaid, with indignation to reprobate Admiral 
the noble Lord's aſſertions, in the blue ribbon, reſpecting the Kepe. 


protection given to our trade by the fleet under the command 
of Sir Charles Hardy, They were falſe, they were impoſi- 
tions he affirmed, in every particular, and he was ready to 
Trove it, if called upon. The language of the noble Lord, was 
not the language of a ſeaman, or of any perſon who converſed 


with ſeamen. No ſeaman could bear to liſten to it, without 


giving it the moſt unreſerved and unqualified contradiction. 

The reaſoning, arguments, and aſſertions of the noble 
Lord, were thoſe of a landman ; and he made no ſcruple to 
ſay, that that landman, was the Earl of Sandwich. If it 
was true, in any a the honourable admiral whoſe name 
had been mentioned, muſt confeſs that his forty years expe- 
rience had brought him no information and but little profeſ- 
ſional knowledge. 

If the enemy had not ſucceeded in their deſigns, their fail- 
ing to effect their purpoſes, could not be attributed to the ope- 
rations of our fleet, Had M. D'Oruilliers been impeded by 
it, in his approach to Plymouth? The enemy, it was true, 
effected no landing there, but was it not equally true, that 
during the time they lay before it, the wind was never far 
enough to the eaſtward, to give them an opportunity to pru- 
dently make the attempt ; and was not their departure entire- 
ly owing to the elements, which forced them out of the Chan- 
nel to ſea, the ſame wind, which was unfavourable to their 
Wh | | | working 
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working up higher in the Channel, when enereaſed forced 


them out of it, in defiance of their utmoſt efforts, 

As to the ſafe arrival of our trade, could our fleet derive 
any merit from that fortunate circumſtance, when it was be. 
yond a poſſibility of doubt, that the whole of it, returning 
from the Eaft and Weſft.-Indies might have been intercepted 
by ſo ſmall a force, as two ſhips of the line? Had not that 
{ſtrong eaſterly wind operated by the permiſſion of Providence, 
in our faviour, muſt not the large tranſports which arrived ſo 
immediately after the departure of the enemy, have fallen in- 
to their hands, to the diſgrace of government, and the almoſt 
irreparable loſs of the nation ? What then had we to thank 
but Providence for the ſalvation of our trade, and the ſafety 
of the town, docks and naval arſenals of Plymouth? inferior 
as our fleet muſt have been to the ſquadrons of France and 
Spain united, it was the more incumbent on miniſters to pre- 
vent their junction. How came it then, that our fleet was 
ſuffered to remain peaceably in Torbay, while that junction 
was effecting, while a ſingle effort was not made to defeat fo 
alarming an event-taking place? That inftance of neglect 
alone, had furniſhed ſufficient ground, and that of the moſt 
poſitive and direct nature againſt adminiſtration, and uncon- 
need with any other part of their conduct, juſtified to the 
conviction of the meaneſt or moſt enlightened underſtanding, 
the propriety, nay the neceſſity, of agreeing to the amend. 
ment -propoſed by his noble friend. The fate of the empire 
rages), to turn on the fingle circumftance of dividing the 

naval force of the enemy; yet in that moſt critical and tre- 

enduous moment no active effort was made, no, not even 
2 much as an attempt. The torpor of the miniſtry encreaſed 
in proportion as our danger augmented, and demanded dou- 
ble, nay, ten times over, their attention and utmoſt aſſidui- 
ties. 

The noble Lord in the blue ribbon, with his wonted in- 
genuity, dexterity and addreſs, had defended the propriety of 
the flight of a Britiſh fleet from an inſulting foe, in the ſight of 
our own coaſts, for certainly ſuch it was; but if the word was 
harſh, he would call it a retreat ! The ground on which, his 
Lordſhip juſtified that new and diſgraceful event, was, that 
Sir Charles Hardy returned for a reinforcement ;z a miſerable 
juſtification indeed! What did this expected mighty rein- 
forcement conſiſt of? The Arrogant, one of Sir Edward 
Hawke's rotten ſhips, and the Blenheim, whoſe bottom was 
ſo foul, that ſhe had been obliged to go into dock to undergo 
a thoroygh repair, This was the paltry reinforcement, to 
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obtain which, a Britiſh fleet was ordered to run from the 
enemy, offering them battle on their own coaſts, For this, 
the courage of our ſeamen, and the ſpirit and profeſſional 
honour and dignity of our officers, were to be wounded and 
damped. Even with an inferior fleet, ſomething might have 
been done, and if nothing had been gained by it ; yet nothing 
would have been loſt, But what on the other hand, can com- 


penſate the loſs of national glory, which we have fuſtained 


by the _—_— flight of our fleet ? 

He declared himſelf totally unacquainted with the orders 
given to Sir Charles Hardy ; he fixed no blame, nor imputed 
no defect in point of 1kill, courage, or fidelity to that gentle» 
man. Very poſſibly that veteran ſeaman was juſtified in his 
conduct, from the tenor of his inſtructions. But ill informed; 
or rather totally in the dark concerning the honourable admi- 
ral's motive, he was obliged to frame his opinion on appearan- 
ces, ſuch as they might preſent themſelves to him, or an 
other profeſſional man: in that point of view, all he could 
fairly add on the ſubject was, that he ftill remained unable 
to account for Sir Charles's going to ſea a ſecond time, under 
the direction of men who could, who dared to compel him 
to the neceſſity, the humiliating and mortifying neceſſity, of 
running away. Had he been in the ſituation Sir Charles 
Hardy was, inſtead of taking the command again, he would 
have given miniſters this anſwer: © I will never run away 
to oblige you again!“ | 

To give the full completion to the ſottiſhneſs and igno- 
rance of adminiſtration, the fleet, he obſerved, was kept at 
ſea at this dangerous ſeaſon of the year, when it run the riſk 
of being diſperſed and ſhattered by ſtorms, and to anſwer no 
purpoſe but that of an empty parade, in the language of the 
noble Lord in the blue ribbon, while the enemy had been laid 
vp for ſome weeks ſafe in port, preparing perhaps already 
with all poffible induſtry and diſpatch, for the next campaign, 

If we were not able to meet the enemy this year, he aſked 
how much better we ſhonld be to do fo at the commencement 
of the enſuing? The French, he could inform the noble 
Lord, would have, at leaſt, eight fhips of the line next 
fpring more than they had at the cloſe of the campaign ; 
and the Spaniards four; ſo that the combined fleets would 
have, at the moſt moderate computation, an augmentation 
of twelve ſhips, ſome of them of the firſt magnitude and di- 
menſions, and the remainder ſeventy and ſeventy fours, of 
the largeſt ſized third rates; whilſt our augmentation would 
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not amount to half that number; and it was a great doubt 
with him, that thoſe at preſent unfit for real ſervice would 
fully balance thoſe bringing forward, 

He again took a retroſpective view of the events of the laft 
campaign, with ſorrow; and forward to the next, with 
doubt, ſolicitude, ſuſpenſe, and apprehenſion, for the conſe. 
quences which he feared would follow; and as our only 
means of ſalvation, he would vote for the removal of thoſe 
weak or wicked counſellors, who had led us imperceptibly, 
and by degrees, to our preſent ſtate of calamity, humiliation 
and national diſtreſs. 

Lord North roſe juſt to inform the Houſe, that the fleet 
could not be diſperſed or damaged by ſtorms; for it was al- 
ready arrived in ſafety at Spithead. 

Mr. Fox next roſe, he ſaid, to expreſs his aſtoniſhment at 
the paradoxical mode of reaſoning adopted by an honourable 
gentleman [Mr. Adam] who introduced his ſpeech, with 
informing the Houſe on which ſide he intended to vote 
when the Houſe ſhould come to a diviſion, namely, that of 
giving it in favour of adminiſtration. The motives that in- 

uced that honourable gentleman to change ſides, were rather 
curious, and of the firſ impreſſion. At the beginning of the 
laft ſeſſion of Parliament he thought the miniſters wrong, but 
the operations of the laſt campaign had raught him to think 
that miniſters were right; or in other words, that having 
once thought ill of them, a line of conduct, ſtill more dil- 
graceful, more infamous, more deſtructive and ruinous, had 
at once done away the bad impreſſions their leſs humiliating 
and miſchievous conduct challenged, and determined him to 
ſupport them ! This, he would be bold to ſay, was ſoaring 
to the very ſummit of political paradox, and parliamentary 
_ enigma, The honourable gentleman had ſaid, that there 
were men in adminiſtration who were poſſeſſed of great abi- 
lities, and enjoyed the confidence of both their ſovereign and 
their country, Where was he to ſeek for them ? Would the 
honourable gentleman be ſo kind to direct his ſteps, in order 
to lead him, and enlighten his reſearches? Was he to look 
for them at the head of the army ? T here he would find an 
officer, who, he was certain, had entirely loſt the confidence 
of the whole body over whoſe intereſts and immediate go- 
yernment he had been raiſed, for the apparent purpoſe of pro- 
tecting and regulating, and that by a partial diſtribution of 
favours, military rank, and the refuſing military merit its 
juſt apd dear-bought reward; becauſe ſgarce an inftance hag 
— fince on an untgitunate, ill-omened day, his 
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Lordſhip was appointed commander in chief, in which he 
did not furniſh repeatea proofs, that military rewards were 
ſnatched from the well-entitled veteran; and conferred on 
thoſe, who had no other recommendation to his notice than 
an influence, which he ſhould, as the father and protector 
of the army, have ſet his face againſt, in the moſt unreſerved 
and direct manner Was it in the ſecretary of ſtate's office, 
he was to ſearch? There, perhaps, he ſhould find a man, 
whoſe knowledge of foreign courts and intereſts might ren- 
der him an able negotiator. There again he ſhould be diſ- 
appointed ; for no ſuch perſon was to be found in that office; 
Was it at the treaſury or admiralty boards his enquiries were 
to meet with the ſatisfaction ſought? Alas | he had little 
reaſon to look for ſucceſs at either, After a fruitleſs ſearch 
through all the departments of the ſtate; the honourable 
gentleman had led him to the court of chancery. There, in- 
deed, he acknowledged a noble Lord fat, of the firſt abilities, 
who did infinite honour to his bench; his Lordſhip was ia 
full poſſeſſion of public confidence, but it was a confidence in 
the chancellor, in the noble Lord's profeſſional abilities, not 


as a miniſter ; for the people did not ſuppoſe that his ſtation, | 


his habits ot the duties of his office, allowed him much time 
to turn his attention to the political intereſts of the nation, 
or fitted him for the taſk, though his mind had been leſs oc- 
cupied, | 

The honourable gentleman had taken an admirable method 
of commending adminiſtration, by ſay ing, that there were 
men more incapable among thoſe who aſpired to their places; 
He did not know' how miniſters would receive this aukward 
and paradoxical compliment, but he knew that if he was a 
miniſter, and that a man ſhould come to him and ſay, ** Sir, 
cannot defend you on the ground of your own conduct, 
it is ſo replete with blunders, abſurdities, and inconſiſtencies, 
that all my abilities cannot even palliate them; but, Sir, I 
will tell you what I can do to ſerve you: I will inform the 
world, that the men who oppoſe you are more 1gnorant, 
more inconſiſtent, more infamous and diſgraceful than your- 
ſelf.” On hearing ſuch an addreſs, for his part, he would 
inſtantly reply, 3 begone, wretch ! who delighteſt 
in libelling mankind, confounding virtue and vice, and in- 
fulting the man whom you pretend to defend, by ſaying to 
his face, that he certaygly is infamous, but that there are 
others ſtill more ſo,” | 
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Some gentlemen have been pointed out in the general in- 
vective alluded to, and high as his opinion of their abilities 
Vas, he believed, it was not in their power to ſave their country 
at preſent, at leaſt without an abſolute, free, and contiden- 
tial chavge of ſyſtem; of meaſures as well as men; bottomed 
on the full and unreſerved confidence of the ſovereign on 
one ſide, and very aſſiſtance which ſuch a conſtitutional con- 
fidence could give; nay he believed that if even the great 
Earl of Chatham were alive, a man in whom the people be- 
hieved to refide a guoddam divinum, he would be found un- 
equal to the taſk of ſaving, of reftoring, the laſt glory and 
dignity of the Britiſh empire, if the preſent ruinous iy ſtem 
were not firſt totally done away, and the very ſceds of it 
eradicated and exterminated. The words of the amendment 
were taken, he ſaid, from his Lordſhip when he firſt heard 
his opinion on the neceſſity of a real change, a change that 
would effeCtually operate to bring about the purpoles for 
which it was deſigned; a change of ſyſtem, without pallia- 
tives. He confetled he did not then clearly underftand the 
noble Lord's meaning, but he had been ſince fatally convinced 
of its true import, which ſtrengthened the former opinion he 
entertained of that great man's political penetration and tran- 
ſcendent abilities. He ſaw very early indeed, in the pretent 
reign, the plan of government which had been laid down 
and fince invariably purſued in every department; it was 
not the mere rumour of the ſtreets that the King was his 
own miniſter ; the fatal truth was evident, and had made it- 
ſelf viſible in every circumſtance of the war carried on 
againſt America and the Weſt Indies. There was not the 
leaſt intelligence in the Weſt Indies perceptible between the 
King's officers in the moſt kindred departments; had not all 
ſuch intelligence been deſtroyed by an inviſible cabinet in- 
fluences could it ever have happencd that there ſhould be in 
one of our lately captured iflands 150 pieces of ordnance, 
and only forty men to work them? Could there have been in 
one place cannon without balls, and in another balls without 

cannon? in ſhort, could mere ignorance in miniſters pro- 
duce of iticlf ſo many complicated blunders as the laſt ſeven 
years have furniſhed, to render the preſent reign the moſt 
diſgraceful period in the annals of this country? 

He then  atked, © what was become of the American 
war ?“ that war which had coſt this nation ſo many millions, 
and fo much blood fhed from our brave countrymen !— 


jeſty's 


"Was it ioo trifling a ſubje& to challenge any part ot his Ma- 
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jeſty's attention or to have the leaſt notice taken of it in the 
ſpeech from the throne ?—or was it totally extinct and given 
to oblivion? The American war was now it ſeems — 
with the ſame ſilence in his Majeſty's ſpeech as he wo 
treat the war of ancient Troy, with which we had nothing 
to do. But he wiſhed miniſtry wouid ſpeak out and ſay 
whether the American, like the Trojan war was totally 
paſt, and no longer to be remembered in that Houſe ? If that 
was their determination, where was the Britiſh army under 
Sir Henry Clinton? why were our brave countrymen to be 
kept in a ſtate of diſguſting inactivity where no war was to 
be carried on. If there was no American war in fact exiſt- 
ing, except in the ſwelled catalogue of our public ac- 
counts, why was an army of ſixty thouſand men ſuffered 
to moulder away at New-York, and be the painful wit- 
neſſes of the enemy's unrepelled attacks? to ſee their near 
poſts carried by the enemy without an effort on their part to 
preſerve them ? If it was true that General Clinton had an 
army of Americans only, who exceeded the number of 
Waſhington's whole force, how was this inactivity to be ac- 
counted for ? 

He next took a ſhort review of the naval and military 
operations in the Weſt-Indies. He diſplayed the weakneſs 
of adminiſtration in ſending out 3500 men with Admiral 
Arbuthnot, to reinforce an inactive army, already ſufficient- 
ly numerous, if they were themſelves to be believed, when 
with that force our iflands, now in poſſeſſion of the enemy, 
might have bid defiance to the defcent of Count D*Eftaign. 
He gave praiſe moſt liberally to that part of the Britiſh fleet 
which engaged the Count; but inveighed ſtrongly againſt 
the authors of the unfortunate circumſtance reſpecting the 
powder, by which our ſeamen ſaw their balls fall harmleſs 
into the water ſhort of the enemy, whilſt our ſhips received 
the greateſt damage at the ſame time from their ſhot. He 
expatiated very powerfully upon the neglects by which our 
coaſts and docks were expoſed to danger during the late 
alarms of invaſion; and made many ſevere comments upon 
the operations of the navy on that occaſion ; particularly on 
the diſhonourable circumftance of their flight from an enemy, 
ſuperior to them indeed, but which became ſo, by the ſhameful 
folly of adminiſtration, in not preventing the junction of the 
fleets of Bourbon. | | 
The minifter had ventured to aſſert, that we were now. 
in a. better ftato than we were in at the cloſe of the laſt 
ſeſion. And how does he prove his aſſertion ſays the hon. 
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member? * the enemy intended to invade us and they have 
not done it.” [ At the ſame time by the bye, the noble Lord 
had expreſſed his wiſhes, that they had landed.] Now the 
only better proſpect the noble Lord has in view for his coun- 
try next ſpring (for he allows that the enemy perſevere in 
their deſign of an invaſion) is, that they may again attempt 
and happily that they may then be able to effect their pur- 
poſe. If fo, that this year we were in more danger becauſe 
the enemy did not land. The next year we ſhall be in 
leſs danger, becauſe they probably may be more ſucceſsful, 
and actually effectuate a landing. 

He then adverted to the management, or rather miſma- 
nagement of the army; mentioning the general diſſatisfaction 
that prevailed amongſt the officers, on zccount of the mode 
of promotion in the new levies. They did not murmur at 
little partialities ſhewn to a Rutland or a Harrington; the 
_ uſage of the army ſuffered ſome little deviation from the 
ſtriẽt rules of promotion in favour of ſuch men, and to at- 
tach them to the ſervice ; but when officers of long ſer- 
vice are told by a ſecretary at war, Lou cannot have this 
or that promotion, becauſe you are in the army ; but it may 
be given to ſuch or ſuch a perſon, becauſe he never was iti 
the army,” who can wonder at their univerſal diſguſt ? “A 
very worthy friend of mine,” faid he, [Lieutenant Colonel 
Campbel] being under orders to go to Jamaica, applied 
for the rank of colonel upon that ſervice, but was anſwered, 
that it could not be granted to him; but it was granted to 
Lord ſuch a one.“ — true, but he never had any rank 
before, and he will only hold it during the war.“ The rea- 
ſoning deducible from this anſwer is not incurious; and the 
concluſion is moſt worthy of remark. 

Says the ſecretary at war, he that never ſerved before, and 
is preſumed to be ignorant of the military profeſſion, ſhall 
command you that are ſkilled in the art, during the war, 
when military abilities are ſo eſſentially neceſſary in com- 
mand; but make yourſelf eaſy about that, for when the 
war is over, and military ſkill is become leſs neceſſary, you 
ſhall command him. The abſurdity of this reaſoning is only 
to be equalled by the ingenious fineſſe which has been intro- 
duced by ſomebody, to obviate the difficulty with reſpect to 
officers on half pay, who conſent to a temporary forfeiture of 
a lieutenant's rank on the old eftabliſhment, in order to obtain 
a company in one of the new regiments. The officer ſubſcribes 
a paper, by which he engages to give up his rank as a lieute- 
nant for ever; and the commander in chief ſigns a de feaſance 
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at the bottom of it, by which he engages that the officer ſhall 
be reſtored to his rank at the end of the war | 

He concluded this ſubje& by challenging the commander 
in chief or the ſecretary at war to ſay, whether either of them 
or whether any one was reſponlible for the army depart- 
ment. 

It was aſſerted in the ſpeech from the throne, that the na- 
tion had to contend with one of the moſt dangerous confede- 
racies that ever was formed againſt the crown and people of 
Great Britain; and in ſo perilous a moment the miniſter avowed 


hat goyernment had not a ſingle ally to look to for aſſiſtance. 


n WB ut that was not the fault of adminiſtration; it was owin 

Je o the ingratitude of the European power. All America ha 
at evolted from us; but that was not the fault of adminiſtra- 
ne tion ; it was the diſloyalty of the coloniſts, We had laſt a con- 


fiderable part of our Weſt India poſſeſſions; but that was not 
owing to the indolence of miniſtry; it was owing to the ac- 
r- {tivity of D'Eſtaing, who took them from us ! [reland was in 
is WW tumult, and Scotland began to grumble; but our imma- 
ulate miniſters were ſtill without blame; the Scotch and 
Iriſh were themſelves the cauſes of their own diſturbances, 
his was another mode of reaſoning with which miniſters 
and their advocates infulted the underſtanding of parliament. 
The noble Lord in the blue ribbon had diſclaimed the 
goctrine held out by the followers of adminiſtration, relative 
o the King's being his own miniſter, but yet it was moſt cer- 
ain that ſuch a doctrine was daily diſperſed by his followers, 
probably with an intention of paying their court to him, by 
propagating opinions the moſt diſagreeable to their patron ! 
he doctrine however was in itſelf highly dangerous to the 


nd onſtitution, as it tended to take reſponſibility from the ſhoul- 
all Pecs of the miniſters and place it on a perſonage who could, 
ar, Wo no wrong, and who could not be. called to account. How- 
m- oer, he would obſerve, that though, in general, the evils of 
the reign are attributed to the wicked counſels of an abandoned 
ou {Winiftry ; yet, when theſe evils reach to a certain height, 
oly iniſters are forgot, and the prince alone is puniſhed, Thus 
ro- was with the royal houſe of Stuart, Charles and his fon 


ames had both wicked miniſters, to whom, no doubt, the 
Trors of their reigns ought to be chiefly afcribed; and yet 
hey themſelves were puniſhed, the one by the loſs of life, the 
ther of his crown. "This ſhould be a leſſon to ſovereigns, 
nd teach them to check their miniſters, and not ſuffer them< 
lyes to be blindly led by them, as they themſelves may, far 
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their miniſters, bear the whole weight of their people's in- 
dignation. 
There was not, he obſerved, in the whole hiſtory of this 
country, a period that reſembled the preſent, except the reign 
of the unfortunate Henry VI. His family, like that of 
his preſent Majeſty, did not claim the crown as their heredi- 
tary right; it was by revolutions they both obtained it, 
Henry was an amiable and pious prince, ſo is his preſent Ma. 
jeſty: Henry was the ſon of the moſt renowned monarch 
that had ever fat upon our throne ; George was the grandſon 
of a hero: Henry loſt all his father's conqueſts, and all his 
hereditary provinces in France: George has already ſeen the 
conqueſts of his grandfather wreſted from him in the Wet 
Indies, and his hereditary provinces of America erected into 
an empire, that diſclaimed all connection. 
His Majeſty had ſet out in life with the brighteſt proſpetts 
that a young man could have wiſhed for : poſſeſſed of im- 
neaſc dominions, and the warmeſt affeftions of his people, 
his acceſſion to the crown was completely flattering both to 
himſelf and his ſubjects. How ſadly was the ſcene reverſed! 
his empire diſmembered, his councils diſtracted, and his people 
falling off in their fondneſs for his perſon. He ſaid he only 
ſpoke within doors the language that was held without : the 
people were beginning to murmur, and their patience was not 
unlimited: they would at laſt do themlelves juſtice ; ther 
certainly would be inſurrections; and though it was unpol 
fible that the calamities that would attend them could be juſi 
fied, or compenſated by any good that could be obtained by 
them, yet they certainly would take place, 
It was not a ſecret to that Houſe, that the preſent Sore 
reign's clajm to the throne of this country was founded onl 
upon the delinquency of the Stuart family; a circumſtance 
which ſhould never be one moment out of his Majeſty 
recollection. It was true, indeed, that the unfortunalt 
race of that name, was univerſally deteſted in this country 
and therefore his Majeſty had little to fear from their pre 
tenſions: but he ſhould ever remember that it was the co 
duct of wicked and ignorant miniſters that excited that debe . 
teſtation for them. If there was at this day one of that ut 
fortunate houſe remaining, what a ſcope for upbraidings al 
reinonſtrance could he not find in the preſent reign! Cou 
he not ſay, © You have baniſhed my anceſtor from ti 
throne, and barred the ſceptre from all his progeny for ti 
miſcondu&t of his miniſters, and yet the miniſters of 0

atural effects of mere 1gnorance, that he could not help 
dopting the opinion of his honourable friend Mr. T. 
ownſhend, that there was treachery at the bottom of the 
tional councils, His Lordſhip might flatter himſelf as 
nuch as he pleaſed in the protection of a majority, or in 
he ſecurity of the law ; but when a nation was reduced to 


uch a ſtate of wretchedneſs and diſtraction that the laws 
onl\ Would afford the people no relief, they would afford a mi- 
A iſter who had cauſed the evil but little protection. What

e law of the land could not do, the law of nature would 
ccompliſh ; the people would inevitably take up arms, and

After drawing a picture of the narrow and impolitic ſy- 
ſtem of the preſent reign, and contrafting it with the free- 
dom and glory of this country in the reign of our great 
deliverer, the immortal William III. he turned his obſerva- 
10ns to the ſtate of Ireland, which he ſaid at preſent afforded 
dne of the moſt critical ſituations, in which the two kingdoms 
ver ſtood with reſpe& to each other.

Circumſtances were arrived at 
that nice point of delicacy, that even the power of delibera- 
ion was almoſt taken away from that Houſe. The ſituation 
of affairs was ſo very delicate, that it was not eaſy for mem- 
bers to treat the ſubject in a becoming manner.

qual trade. How a certain learned member [the Attorney 
;eneral] could bring himſelf to ſupport the man whom he had 
once menaced with an impeachment, he could not eaſily di- 
ine. He was equally at a loſs to aſſign any reaſon for the 
upernumerary appointment of another noble Earl [Carliſle] 
o the board of trade. There appeared no reaſon for en- 
reaſing the number of commiſſioners at that board, at a time 
hen the object of its buſineſs was not only decreaſed, but 
almoſt totally loſt, except the moſt prodigal profuſion of the 
public money. At the ſame time he thought it his duty to 
ſay, that he entertained a very great reſpect for that ycung 
nobleman's private character, though he conſidered his pu- 
blic abilities much too highly rated for his years and expe- 
rience, He remarked how depraved indeed that adminiſtra- 
tion muſt be, when thoſe who had ſupported them through ſa 
many dirty meaſures, were aſhamcd to aſſociate with them 
any longer, and made room for the changes which had hap- 
pened on that day! But it was not by changes of that ſort 
that the nation could be relieved and its conſumptive con- 
ſtitution reſtored. Such changes were but palliatives, and 
nothing but an implicit compliance with the amendment 
then under conſideration could fave us from the haſtening 
ruin: reſtore the empire to proſperity, and add grandeur to 
to the Prince on the throne, by making him the happy So- 
vereign of a free and affectionate people!

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The Lerd Aduccate of Scotland, in reply to Mr. Fox, de- rod Alue- 
elared a total ignorance whether the honourable gentle- care of Scer- 
man's accuſations of the miniſtry were or were not well . 
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founded. The amendment moved by the noble Lord ear: 
ly in the day was open and direct, though it containet 
nothing ſpecific. He was, however, uninformed of man 
of the facts ſo warmly urged, which he preſumed were th: 
real or ideal facts, on which the noble Lord and his friend 
wiſhed to ſupport it. He preſumed, he ſtood in the fam: 
predicament with many*gentlemen, who, like him, had ſpent 
part of the ſummer and autumn in the country, far diftant 
from the capital; and whe were conſequently unable, like 
him, to decide with juſtice upon the great variety of compli 
cated facts, which were maintained with ſo much confidence 
m ſupport of the amendment. He had a pre-ſentiment, tha 
ſuch efforts would be made to impede government, and em- 
barraſs his Majeſty's ſervants, in conducting the buſineſs of 
the nation at ſo early a period in the ſeſſion, and he might 
add, a very improper period, With an attention to what 
might happen, though he thought it improbable, contrary to 
his cuſtomary conduct at this ſeaſon of the year, he had turn- 
ed his back upon his profeſſional avocations, to give his fen- 
timents on the earlieſt meaſures of Parliament: Þut without 
any fearful apprehenſions for the King's ſervants ; becauſe, 
though he did not know it, he had every reaſon to believe, 
that they would be able to meet Parliament with confidence 
and tranquility of mind, ariſing from a conſciouſneſs of having 
diſcharged their duty with fidelity and zeal, and ride out the 
ſtorm in ſafety, in the midſt of perils of a very various and 
complicated nature. 

He ſaw, he ſaid, then before him, two propoſitions ; one 
of them plain, direct, clear, applicable, and uncontradicted 
in any part; the other, irrelative, complicated, unſupported, 
unexplained, and inexplicable in every part. By the firſt, 
he was called upon to vote for an addreſs, which every fids 
of the Houſe, and every contending party implicitly ac- 
knowledged, was perfectly ſuited to the exiſting circum- 
ſtances of the times. It, indeed, might be reduced into an 
extreme narrow compals ; for it imported this ſimple alter-

For his 
ctcd BY part, no ſuch converſations had ever reached his ear, through 
ted, Bl any channel, either directly or indirectly. He knew of no 
irſt, man in a reſponſible office who held the language which had 
fide been fo contidently aſcribed to the members of the cabinet, 
either in public or private, ſuch as, that the King was his own 
miniſter, and that they held themſelves totally irreſponſible 
in the ſeveral departments over which they preſided. 

Upon whom the reſpontibility of the army department lay, 
he would not pretend ſo ſay : but he could, he believed, ven- 
ture to promiſe for his right honourable friend, the ſecretary 
at war, that he would, before the Houſe came to a diviſion, 
explain how that matter flood, both reſpeCting the nature of 
his owa particular office, and in what manner ſt was conne&- 
ed with the ſupreme command, to the full ſatis faction of the 


Houſe. 
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The noble Lord in the blue ribbon had already diſclaimed 
7 knowledge of the matter, or having the leaſt idea of the 
inſinuation thrown out; and he believed, nay he had little 
doubt, but it would be as ſtrongly reprobated by every othet 
member of adminiſtration who enjoyed any office under go- 
verament, which the conſtitution held to be a reſponſible 
one. 

As to the affairs of Ireland, he did not conſider them as the 
honourable member [Mr. Fox] did, to be of a nature and 
tendency ſo peculiarly critical and alarming, that any ſpecies 
of delicacy or over-ſtrained reſerve, ſhould deter honourable 
members from giving a fair, direct, and unqualified opinion 
concerning them. If ſuch ideas prevailed with ſome gentle 
men, he aſſured the Houſe, that nothing of the kind had taken 
poſſeſſion of his mind. He came into that Houſe, in order 
to deliver his opinion upon matters as they ſtruck hitn, and 
he never wiſhed to conceal his ſentiments when he thought it 
neceffary, or a part of his duty to divulge them. 

Ireland was known to be in great, and, he believed, in 


unminent diſtreſs, and ſhould, in his opinion, become an | 
object of immediate and effectual relief; that relief too muſt | 


in its nature be liberal. The age was liberal, and a liberality, 
and unreftrained or at leaſt an unclogged ſy ſtem of commerce, 
was of its very eſſence. as he was certain, would 
readily grant Ireland, whatever the latter could reaſonably or 
1 expect. Ireland, he was equally certain, would 
atk or demand nothing from England, which it would be 
improper for her to grant. 

He then turned hi attention to ſome of the facts which he 
obſerved had been ſo confidently averred and inſiſted upon by 
ſeveral gentlemen on the oppoſite benches. In contradiction 
to the looſe and indefinite charges made againſt admĩniſtra- 
tion, relative to the naval operations of the laſt ſummer cam- 

ign, he would venture to ſay, though he was a landman 

alluding to a paſſage in Admiral Keppel's ſpeech] that the 
conſequences produced by the operations of our grand fleet 
inthe Channel, under Sir Charles Hardy, in the hour of in- 
tended conqueſt and invaſion, were ſalutary in the higheſt 
degree, brought ſecurity to our trade, tranquility to the minds 
af the people, and filled the enemy with diſappointment, and 
the people of France with diſcontent. What greater exer- 
tion could be imagined, or what effe& could exertion pro- 
duce more than that which was exhibited by the navy of 
England, under the command of that brave, {killful, and ex- 
perienced 
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perienced ſeaman, Sir Charles Hardy ? Have we not ſeen 
that veteran admiral, with a fleet of thirty-ſeven or thirty - 
eight fail of the line, keep 3 ſail of the enemy col- 
lected together for ſeveral months, and occupy their whole 
time, 2 by that means divert that enormous force from 
other operations, which might, had the combined fleet not 
been thus amuſed, have proved fatal to ſome of our diſtant 
dependencies ? Our trade came home under convoy from 
every quarter of the world, Did we not, by the vigorous ex- 
ertions of ſo inferior a fleet, prevent every hoſtile operation 
of the combined ſquadron, and defeat their grand and boaſt- 
ed purpoſes of an invaſion ? While ſuch effectual efforts had 
been making for the home defence, adminiſtration were not 
neglectful of that of our Weſt-India iſlands, and other poſ- 
2 — in that part of the world, as had been ſuggeſted, nay, 
indeed, aſſerted in direct terms, by the friends of the amend- 
ment. Care had been taken to ſend out a fleet for their pro- 
tection, ſuperior to that of the enemy in thoſe parts · but 
in the moment that the commander in chief on that ſtation 
Admiral Byron] thought fit to give his immediate attention 
to the convoying of our trade into a certain latitude, the 
enemy found an opportunity to reinforce themſelves, and 
thereby acquired a temporary ſuperiority over us. He did 
not mean to impute any kind of blame to the honourable ad- 
miral alluded to upon that occafion, His conduct in the in- 
ſtance now mentioned might have been highly prudent and 
commendable ; but ſuch a fortuitous event, could not by any 
rule or principle of candid conſtruction, juſtify a charge of 
ignorance, remiſſneſs, evident neglect, or inability, on the 
part of adminiſtration, 

He next proceeded to remind the gentlemen who ſupport- 
ed the amendment with ſo much zeal and warmth, of the 
very ſtrong apprehenſions expreſſed by them laſt year for the 
ſafety of this country, The whole force which government 
were able at that time to collect at home was conſidered by 
gentlemen on the other {de of the Houſe, as totally inade- 
quate to the ſole object of internal defence; and now when 
their attention to that object had given refutation to that 
opinion, he could not but hear with the fulleſt aſtoniſhment, 
the ſame gentlemen urging it as a crime in the ſervants of 
the crown, that they had not taken away from the force un- 
der Sir Charles Hardy, which in the ſame breath they de- 
{cribe as inadequate, for the purpoſe of reinforcing the ſqua- 
dron in the Weſt-Indies; which amounted juſt to this, that 
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miniſters ated wrong in weakening the home defence, when 
we preſerved an equality, and. had only France ſingly to 
contend with; but that, when France and Spain had leagued 
againſt us, with a ſuperiority of nearly two to one, they 
acted equally wrong, in not detaching, and ſtill rendering 


the home defence weak er.. nel 

Such ſtrange contradictions were men driven to, wht rea- 
ſoned and offered to decide upon the events of a moment, or 
to anſwer the temporary purpoſes of party. The home de- 
fence was the firſt. object with them, when no danger really 
threatened; when, on the. other hand, the moſt gloomy ap- 
pearances preſented themſelves on every fide ; the very iden- 
tical gentlemen ſhifted their ground, or rather directly con- 
tradicted their former reaſonings and concluſions ; which mode 
of arguing became, if poſſible, more contradictory and ab- 
ſurd, when it was recollected, that but for the fortuitous cir- 
cumſtance alluded to, of the honourable admiral's quitting 
his ſtation, no ſuch detachment would have been wanted; 
"conſequently, according to every rule of rational deduction, 
no ſuch want could be foreſeen. 

Upon the whole, he was firmly perſuaded, that the gene- 
ral condition of the empire, at the moment he was ſpeak- 
ing, was much better than at the cloſe of the laſt ſeſſion, 
conſequently he could by no means conſent to vote for an 
amendment, founded upon charges without proof, much too 
complicated for haſty inveſtigation and ſudden deciſion, and 
upon which he, as an individual, was totally uninformed.

The learned gentleman voted for one, becauſe it had no 
meaning in it ; and againſt the other, becauſe he was totally 
ignorant of what it meant. After, the very unreſerved 
avowal which the learned gentleman had made relative to the 
meaſures of adminiſtration, and which unbounded 1gnorance 
was the only apology he had to offer for not voting for the 
amendment, it muſt certainly be admitted by every man, 
who had enjoyed the pleaſing aſtoniſhment of hearing his 
very extraordinary and tranſcendently aſtoniſhing mode of 
miniſterial defence, that he was well qualified and a moſt able 
defender of ſuch an adminiſtration. It was certainly an un- 
queſtionable proof of his courage, that he ventured io appear 
in the Houſe, when an endangered miniſtry, encompaſſed 
with ſo many perils, with ſuch unanſwerable arguments as 
thoſe of total ignorance, and on that dreadful and perilous 
day too, the firſt day of the ſeſſion, which he had ſagaciouſ- 
ly remarked, though he could not pretend to = whence he dre 
his information, that it was likely to prove ſo fatal to the mini- 
ſter, Such an advocate was worthy of ſuch a cauſe, and afforded 
a very ſtriking inſtance of the blind leading the blind ! ! ! 

Ignorance, inſtead of a proper ground of defence, was the 
crime of adminiſtration, and its ſtill, if poſſible, more igno- 
rant defenders and retainers. The Houſe was then debating 
upon the propriety of demanding from the throne, as a matter 
of neceſſity, the removal of miniſters, of his Majeſty's 
counſellors ; he therefore defired to know whether diſability

Could there be a better reaſon urged 
by the moſt inveterate enemy, for the diſmiſſion of a mini- 
ſter, than ſuch a confeſſion ? a confeſſion indeed which re- 
quired no comment, and carried conviction on the very face 
of it? Could the Houſe, after ſuch a confeſſion, heſitate a 
moment to vote an addreſs for his immediate removal ? 

His honourable friend | Mr. Fox] had expreſſed hinilelf ſo 
1 and ſo much to the purpoſe, upon the miſconduc 
of miniſtry, in every reſpect, and in every department of 
government; and he was fo little able, from his hoarſeneſs, 
to enter diffuſively into a conſideration or review of the ſame 
ſubjects, that he would poſtpone many obſervations to another 
day; but he could not avoid repeating after his hon. friend, that 
however the noble Lord at the head of the "Treaſury might 
pretend to diſunite the buſineſs of the American war, from 
the preſent affairs of Ireland, and the temper and diſpoſition of 
the people there, his Lordſhip would find the mad, cruel, and 
accurſed American war, written in the moſt legible characters, 
in every ſingle cauſe, circumſtance, and ſtep which have con- 
tributed to call forth the ſpirit, the reſentments, and reſolu— 
tion of the Iriſh nation, whether already in actual exiſtence, 
or in embryo, ready to burſt forth with tenfold miſchief, or 
in a ſtorm ſtrike this nation, and ſhake it to its loweſt ſounda- 
tions. | 

The affairs of that country were indeed arrived at a very 
critical period; the fitnation was tremendous, to far as it 
might in its conſequences, immediate or remote, affect the 
ſeat of empire. So far were the Iriſh from expectipg any 
adequate relief from the miniſter, that they imputed, and in 
his opinion very juſtly imputed, aconſiderable ſhare of their 

reſent calamities to his miſcondu&t; it was true that the noble 
L had often rung the changes on his attention to their 
wants and wiſhes; but miſtruſted by experience, they had 
been at length taught from the repeated promiſes and de- 
luſive hopes held out by him, which were broke as often as 
they were made, or vaniſhed in unſubſtantial air, not to 


have the leaſt confidence in a ſingle aſſurance he gave them. 


They ſaw clearly into the duplicity of his conduct, and 
they were convinced of it beyond a poſſibility of doubt in 
the courſe of the laſt ſeſſion, when a few very ſmall favours 
were aſked for them in the moment of calamitous diſtreſs. 
Part, and but a very ſmall part of them, was granted; —

luct WH own majority. After ſo deceptious and uncandid a conduct, 
of hat confidence could the noble Lord expeCt from the peo- 
c(s, ple of Ireland? or what could Ircland expect from the noble 
ume Lord's generoſity? The Iriſh were put off till the preſent 
her ſeſſion tor relief. In the mean time, their expectations in- 
hat creaſing in proportion to their wants and diſtreſſes, and their 
ght {ſpirits riſing in proportion to their injuries, what would 
om have been received as a favour, was now demanded as a 
of WJ right. Dilappointment irritated them, and precipated their 
ind paſſions; and the conſequence was ſuch as might be rea- 
rs, ſonably expected: the whole country was in a ferment, The 
n- effects of this treatment ſpread itſelf every where, and 
lu- through all claſſes and deſcriptions of men; it indeed might 
be, be aſſerted, without figure or exaggeration, that there was 
or not a ſecond opinion entertained, from one end of the king - 
la- dom to the other. But what was the plan adopted by go- 
vernment here, to allay the heats, moderate the expectations, 
rv WW or calm the paſſions of the people of Ireland? To the over- 
it throw of common ſenſe, to the aſtoniſnment of mankind, 
he and in direct contradiction and defiance of every maxim of 
ny WW good policy, inſtead of calling the Parliament of this country 


before that of Ireland, and giving the Iriſh ſome certain 


pledge of our good intentions towards them; before their 
parliament was ſuffered to aſſemble, the miniſter groſſſy 


departing from every motive of prudence and common po- 
licy, prorogued the Britiſh Parliament and called together 
the Parliament of Ireland. To that fingle act of folly 
might be fairly and excluſively aſcribed, the unanimous vote 
of botk the Houſes of the Irith Parliament, inſiſting upon a 
free trade, To that criminal negle& and fatal omiſſion, we 
were to impute the tumult and alarining riot which lately 
happened in Dublin; and to that we, might fairly charge, 
any failure or material difficulty or obſtruction which may ariſe, 
or in the end defeat the final eftabliſhment- and protection 
of the real intereſts and, ſeparate rights of both countries, 
founded on the great baſis of mutual benefit, and ſiſterly 
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The Se-. Ihe Secretary at War Mr. Jenkinſon] acknowledged that 
14 „ at In al. tlie clauie in the militia act, which impowered the crown 
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friendſhip and affection. The preſent ſcene was indeed a 
melancholy and alarming one, and if any bad or miſchievous 
conſequences ſhould enſue, he might to the face of the 
noble Lord in the blue ribbon boldly and juſtly aſſert, that 
they were generated in the beginning by the oppreſſive and 
cruel conduct of miniſters and government here; that they 
had been foſtered by the folly and groſs ignorance of thoſe 
counſellors, whoſe removal the amendment moved by his 
noble friend pointed to; and could only prove fatal, if the 
fame counſellors were to be kept in by the influence of 
the Crown, againſt almoſt the united ſenſe of the nation. 

> The noble Lord at the head of the Treaſury had been 
warned laſt ſeſſions of the impropriety of proroguing the 
Parliament, at fo critical a moment; but the warning was 
given in vain, and the advice that accompanied it rejected 
by the noble Lord, under the plauſible pretence, that it 
could be called in fourteen days, if the exigencies of affairs 
required, or any ſerious or important event or circumſtance 
ſhould arite, during the intended receſs, that might ſpecially 
call for it. Vet Parliament was not aflembled, the noble 
Lord, therefore, had taken upon himſelf all the eventual 
conſequences of that omiſſion, for had that Houſe continued 
to fit, except in the intervals of ſhort adjouruments, till 
ſome time anterior to the meeting of the Iriſh Parliament, po 
the diſcontents and diſputes between the two kingdoms, on 
the ſubject of trade and commerce, would never have ariſen 
as they have done, nor would ſuch difficultics have taken 
place as thoſe which now ſtand in the way of an eafy and 
friendly accommodation. He therefore gave his hearty con- 
currence to the amendment moved by his noble friend.

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onable manner, and that he was iufluenced throughout, by 
e moſt pure and honourable motives. . 
Diſcontents, he was convinced, had been imputed to the 
rmy, on account of commiſſions granted to ſome noblemen 
ad gentlemen, contrary to the uſages of the army, and the 
2 rules of military promotion. It were indeed to 
e wiſhed, that ſuch irregularities and deviations from what 
as conſidered as binding upon every man who wiſhed; or was 
ntitled to preferment, could be ayoided ; but the preffing exi- 
encies of the times, when almoſt every thing was to be ritqued, 
oth within and without, inviting and encouraging ever 
pecies of aſſiſtance, all that could be derived from ſudden 
nd extraordinary levies becomes neceſſary. Private feelings, 
n his opinion, ought at all times be ſacrificed to public ne- 
eſſity. As to the agreement which had been alluded to by 
he Honourable gentleman | Mr. Fox] between the comman- 
ler in chief and the officers on half pay, he had never before 
eard of any ſuch mode of contract, in any inſtance, much 
eſs could he give credit to it in the looſe manner in which he 
eard it ſtated, He could -hardly be perſuaded, till he was 
nformed through more authoritative channels than hearſa 
and mere floating rumour, on which no man could ſafely 
epend, that an officer who had commanded with ſo much re- 
putation, and who had won the confidence and affection of all 
vho ſerved under him, could, in the narrow compaſs of one 
rear's command at home, have rendered himſelf to unpopular, 
as ſome gentlemen ſetmed inclined to infinuate, particularly 
he honourable gentleman who ſpoke lately [Mr, Fox.] 
After introducing a vaſt maſs of miſcellaneous matter, and 
welling particularly on the charge made early in the debate, 
by a right honourable gentleman | Mr, T. Townſhend] that 
the King was his own miniſter, and that it was the condition 
on which the preſent ſervants of the crown held, to ſhelter 
themſelves behind the throne, and fly from all kind of reſpon- 
ſibility, under that mean ſubterfuge. This was a language he 
declared, which had never before come to his knowledge or 
hearing, It was got the language of miniſters, within or 
without that Houſe, * It was not their language any where, 
he believed, either in public or private. With reſpect to 
his own department, he diſclaimed in the moſt unreſerved and 
inequivocal terms any ſuch idea. He was not only willing, 
but he withed to be underſtood, that he looked upon himfelt 
reſponſible for every thing tranſadted in his office, ſo far as 
the ſame was really within his controul, and of courſe an- 
_ſwerable” 
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his people as proſperous and happy as any of his moſt fayour- 
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ſwerable for every act of miſconduct in the war office, in 
making proviſion of every kind for the troops; but the pa. 
tronage of the army was not lodged in his hands; it wa 
much more properly diſpoſed of, by being depoſited in thy 
hands of the noble Lord, the preicnt commander in chief 
whoſe profeſſional experience muſt enable him to judge of the 
different pretenſions of thote who were candidates for military 
favour and protection. 

The patent, it is true, had not been made out in the uſul 
form, for the apparent purpole of inveſting him with the dus 
powers annexed to the office of Commander in chief; but a 
his Lordſhip held his appointment in virtue of his rank upor 
the ſtaff, and in conſequence of his ſervices and experience, 
he made no doubt but that his Lordihip would afford Parliz- 
ment, in the other Houle, ſuch further information on tha 
head as might be thought neceilary. | 

Mr. Secretary then adverted to the amendment moved by 
the noble Lord, of which he expreſſed his fulleſt and mot 
unreſerved diſapprobation; becauſe, in his opinion, indeed 
it was incontrovertibly evident, that it conv2yed cenſur 
without proof, and decided without enquiry. 

The compariſon which had been made between the laſt and 
preſent reign, was fallacious and totally unfounded, He wa 
ready now, as he was at all times, and under various cit— 
cumſtances, to declare, that he revered the memory of the 
late King, as much as any honourable gentleman preſent, 
who now ſpoke of him with ſuch invidious praiſe; “ bu 
ſurely,” taid he, “ it will not be denied, that his reign wil 
furniſh us with many inſtances of misfortunes and miſcon- 
duct. There were periods of his reign, glorious as it Wi 
allowed to be, when the empire was in fituations worſe that 
that in which it is at preſent ; yet it fortunately emerged out 
of them, and the late King terminated his reign in a ſeries 
of national glory, and unprecedented ſucceſs,” which conf: 
deration, ſtrengthened by other grounds of perſuaſion, left 
not a fingle apprehenſion on his mind; but his preſent Ma 
jeſty, having met ſimilar embarraſſmenis in the early part d 
his reign, would live to enjoy the ſatisfaction of beholding 
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ed predecetiors. | 

The Attorney General [ Mir, Wedderburn] apologized to tht 
Houle tor troubling them at fo late an hour, a liberty which 
he certainly would not have taken, but for ſome particula 
expreſſions which had dropped from a very able and eloquent 
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beaker [Mr. Fox] ſomethirg earlier in the debate, and 


hich being particularly 1:»c!Hed at him, ſeemed to challenge 
Pa rom him, at leaſt a won or two of reply: and that he might 
wa re up as little as potfible of the time of the Houſe, he 
ti Would not attempt to follow the preceding ipeakers, through 


I the latitude of their various charges againſt adminiſtra- 
on, he ſhould not enter into any detail of the late ope ra- 
ons, naval or military; nor ſhould he dip into or diſcuſs 
he politics which dictated the meaſures of the Cabinet, du- 
ing the paſt ſummer. He ſhould neither give praiſe. or 
lame to the counſellors of the crown, nor enquire into the 
zerits or the faults of the naval or military officers, who 
ere intruſted with the execution of their plans. He ſhould 
ake the queſtion abſtraQtedly upon its own merits. He ſhould 
onfine himſelf merely to the two propoſitions then before 
im, the addreſs and the amendment, and he truſted, that he 
ould make it appear to the moſt perfect ſatisfaction of the

he language of Parliament, in anſwer to the ſpeeches of the 
dovereign. There was not a word in that addreſs, which 
ould imply that Parliament pledged itſelf to ſupport any 
articular meaſure, or to oppoſe or protect any particular 
eſcription of men. Having ſaid this much in favour of the 
ddrets, he turned his attention to the amendment moved by 
nother noble Lord, which condemned, without diſcrimi-

This objection alone was indeed a ſufficient ground 
or rejecting the amendment; but as he was then up, he 
ould urge another reaſon, which he truſted would be found 
nanſwerable. The amendment, according to the explana- 
jon given of it by the honourable gentleman [Mr. . 
tor of itſelf it did not convey any preciſe idea whatſoever 


implied 
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implied a requeſt, not only that his Majeſty would diſmij 
all his counſellors, guilty or guiltleſs, old or new; but thx 
he would go ſtill further, and adopt an entire new ſyſtem d 
government, Taking the amendment then 1n this view, | 
became neceſſary firſt to know, what the ſyſtem of Britiſ 
government then was? And what was the ſyſtem of 
vernment which was to be adopted inſtead of it? - But x 
the honourable gentleman who gave that explanation, an 
feemed ſo defrrous of making an alteration in the ſyſten 
of our government, had not thought proper to favour th: 
Houſe with his idea of what that ſyſtem was, I wil 
faid he, in as few words as poſſible, communicate to th 
_ Houſe the idea which I conceived of the ſyſtem of Britil 
government. I conceive that the conftitution has placed th 
executive power of this government in the Sovereign, th 
official functions of which are performed by perſons of hi 
appointment, cach of whom is reſponſible for his conduct i 
office. It is abſolutely neceſſary that the prince ſhould, Me 
this caſe, have free liberty to appoint thoſe perſons to n 
various offices which appear to him the moſt proper to C( 
them; otherwiſe the government would degenerate into at 
ariſtocracy, and become worſe than a republic. If the Prima 
were debarrcd of ſuch a choice, the nobles would acquire 
moſt dangerous aſcendency over the crown; or the Cont © 
mons, encircling the King, like a ſpider's web, with a m 
niſtry of their own chooſing, would reduce us to the ver 
loweft ſtate of anarchy and confuſion. Nay, ſo neceflary! 
It, that even this Houle ſhould give their confidence to mi 
niſters chofen by the crown, that without that confidence! 
+ 'would be impoſſible for the wheels of government to met 
with propriety. The taſk of miniſtry was truly arduous, ay at 
liable to much cavil; and equal as fome gentlemen mig 
ſuppoſe themſelves to the duty of a miniſter, they wou m 
perhaps meet with very many failures and misfortunes, be de 
fore they could be able to guide the ftorm which themſebaſ #1: 
had unfortunately raiſed. 

He reprobated in the ſtrongeſt terms, the infinuation of th 8" 
honourable gentleman who ſpoke lately [Mr. Fox] and wil 
faid © that the King was his own minifter, and that the off 
cers of the crown did not hold themſelves reſponſible in the 
ſeveral departments.” It was a doctrine which, he declare det 
had never come to his cars before. It was language contra bir 
to the conftitution ; and had it even been poſſible for mim der 
ſters to adopt ſuch a language, che conſtitution would g * 
a | 
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hem no credit for their error; for it has wiſely affixed re- 
ponſibility to all offices of ſuch truſt and conſequence ; and 
ith reſpect particularly to the noble Lord at the head of the 
army, Whether he held his place by patent, or as the firſt 
peneral on the ſtaff, there was not a doubt but he was in 
ither caſe equally reſponſible for his conduct. He pro- 
eſted he knew nothing of the agreement alluded to between 

e commander in chief and the officer upon half pay, to 
give up the other to preſerve his rank; and added a few words 
in juſtification of ſome deviations from the military etiquette, 
eſpecting rank and promotion. He _— it juſtifiable 
only upon the grounds of the neceſhty of the times, and 
gratitude to thoſe who nobly ſtood forth to ſtrengthen the 
hands of government, at a moment of general alarm, It 
was however by no means to be wiſhed that ſuch deviations 
ſhould be frequent; and he flattered himſelf, that the approv- 
ed prudence and diſcretion of the commander in chief, would 
not ſuffer the uſe of them to exceed the bounds of that ne- 
ceſſity. It had been agitated by gentlemen who had ſpoken 
before him, whether we were now in a better or worſe ſtate 
than we were in at the cloſe of the laſt ſeſſion, Upon that 
ſubje& he would not go far for an argument to prove that 
our ſtate was bettered, He would put the queſtion to the 
feelings of the Houſe, and aſk if there was a man that heard 
him, whoſe mind did not join in his opinion? What was our 
ſituation, ſaid he, during the laſt ſummer, when the terrors 
of a ſudden invaſion ſtruck a panic almoſt into every mind? 
Did any ſuch panic now exiſt ? The enemy had endeavour- 
ed to put their threats in execution, but had failed in every 
attempt againſt us, Our militia, then raw and haſtily col- 
lefted, were now inured to a martial life, and exhibited the 
moſt martial ſpirit. Our fortreffes were in a better ftate of 
defence, and thoſe who were then overwhelmed with 
alarm, are now free of every apprehenſion ; and in the eyes 
of Europe, our fituation bears a moſt unproportionable de- 
gree of reſpect to what it did during the laſt ſummer, 

Upon the ſubject of alliances he obſerved, that we were 
not without treaties of that nature with foreign powers : but 
thoſe who know the force of ſuch treaties between indepen- 
dent ſtates, muſt be too well convinced, that they generally 
bind only in proportion as either of the powers 200 an in- 
tereſt in fulfilling them. Alliances have certainly been 
ſought, but it is not the fault of his Majeſty's miniſters if 
they have not yet been obtained; it was however certain, 
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that our preſent condition, for dignity and ſtrength, was ſo 
ſuperior to that of our late ſituation, that alliances with u 
7 muſt be infinitely more deſirable than they were the 
car. | | = 
a The temporary ſuperiority which the enemy had acquire 
over us by ſea, had been yery forcibly urged by gentlemen, 
as an inſtance of great novelty in our hiſtory, But it was: 
circumſtance, he ſaid, of, {till greater novelty to ſee the two 
grand branches of the Hopſe of Bourbon, unite all thei 
wers 10 a marine war againſt us, unimpeded by any con- 
tinental broils, and joined in a determined reſolution to re; 
duce, if not annihilate, our naval commerce. Such argu. 
ments therefore muſt evidently be deluſive, from the difſini- 
larity of circumſtanccs in the apnlication. 

In reply to the contraſt which Mr. Fox had introduced 
between gur monarch and King William III. he acknowledg- 
ed eyery virtye that had been given to that great warrior and 
hero of his age, who, after — the liberties of his own 
country, defended thoſe of Europe ; yet he defired 1t might 
be, remembered by the Houſe, that ſenſible as poſterity was 
of that prince's merit, no king was ever treated with greater 
obloquy or diſreſpect, even in that very houſe, than that mo- 
narch was during his life - time. 1 

He then took notice of the changes which he was told had 
that day taken place in the Cabinet; and paſſed ſome hand- 
ſome compliments on the two noble Lords who had refigned, 
He profeſſed a total ignorance of their motives for going aut 
of office; but ventured to ſay, he was ſo well acquainted with 
the ſentiments and diſpoſitions of the two noble Lord 
[Gower and Weymouth | that he was certain they wiſhed 
well to adminiſtration, and would ſupport them with all 
their power, He then took notice of the two noble Lords, 
who had entered that day into office, and firſt of Lord Car- 
lifle, on whom he paſied many compliments for his natural 
talents, his application to buſineſs, and his readineſs, though 
fo young a man, to devote himſelf tq the ſervice of his 
country, at an age when pleaſure is ſo apt to allure and 
captivate the mind, From the abilities of that young noble- 
man, the nation might juſtly form the moſt promiſing ex- 
pectations; and he made no doubt, but his aſſiſtance at the 
Board to which he was appointed, would be very advanta- 
geous to his country, at ſo important a crifis, The ho- 
nourable gentleman Mr. Fox] had attempted to throw ridi-

The laſt campaign in America was not only a defenſive, but 
a diſgraceful campaign. Inſtead of gaining a ſingle foot of 
ground, we had loſt what we poſſeſſed in the beginning of 
it. God only knew what was the fate of General Prevoſt ! 
Sir Henry Clinton, with the grand army, had called in all 
his diſtant poſts, and was in a great meaſure beſieged in New 
York, or ſo ſtraitened in his quarters, as to be pretty much 
in a ſimilar ſituation, We had loſt St, Vincent's and Gre- 
nada, Jamaica was chiefly left to its own internal defence, 
and Ireland had in ſome meaſure taken into her own hands, 
and, in ſome inſtances, exerciſed the powers of government; 
ſo that, conſidering the conduct of adminiſtration, not by 
events ſolely, but from the indiſputable cauſes which pro- 
duced them, he imagined, it would not be affirming too 
much to ſay, that they had deſerted or abdicated a great 
part of the diſtant dependencies and dominions of the Britiſh 
empire, 

But a fatality had accompanied them in all their meaſures, 
as well domeſtic as foreign. If they ſacrificed every other 
object to that of the home defence, it was no leſs extraordi- 
nary when it was confidered, the means adopted for procuring 


domeſtic ſecurity. Plymouth, the ſecond naval arſenal, and

truth, was not, nor eould not be imputed either to the ne- 
glect or active conduct of the preſent miniſters. For the whole 
of their declaration is, that no ſubſtantial or effectual relief 
can be given. to them by any conceſſion ſhort of a free trade, 
Have the preſent miniſtry reſtrained their trade, in any in- 
ſtance? By no means; they have enlarged it, and done 
more for the Iriſh nation within the compaſs of a few years, 
than all the adminiſtrations in this country, fiance the Revo- 
lution, - They haye within a very ſhort period paſſed an ad 
for, giving. bounties on-the Newfoundland fiſhery, to encou- 
rags. the cultivation and growth of hemp, and tobacco; fot 
a permiſſion to export woollens of Iriſh manufacture for the 
uſe of the troops on that eſtabliſhment ſerving out of the 
kingdema to export Teveral enumerated articles to the Weſt 
Indies: and the coaſt of Africa. So far then from being —

nor could he be perſuaded either meant violence or hoſtilt 
or wiſhed to ſeparate themſelves from this country.

likely means of producing union and affection, and promote 
the mutual intereſts of both kingdoms. 

His Lordſhip dwelt with ſome degree of exultation, in the 
courſe of his ſpeech, while enumerating the many favours 
which had been conferred on Ireland, ſince he had the honour 
of a ſeat in his Majeſty's councils, ſuch as the free importa- 
tion of beef and butter rendered perpetual, the encourage- 
ment given to the Newfoundland cod- fiſnery, and the ſouth- 
ern whate- fiſhery by bounties granted by the Britiſh Parlia- 
ment; the giving leave to export woollens for cloathing the 
troops on the Iriſh eſtabliſhment, ſerving out of that kingdom; 
the act for encouraging the culture of tobacco and hemp by 
permitting its importation into Great-Britain, the permiſſion 
of the export of ſeveral enumeratcd articles to the Britiſh ſu- 

r colonies and the coaſt of Africa, &c. If theſe were 
proofs of negligence and ill-will 1a the preſent miniſters to- 
wards Ireland, he was ready to confets himſelf a culprit. 
He acknowledged that thoſe favours howſoever liberally gi- 
ven had not anſwered, nor had proved ſufficiently efficacious 
in removing the difficulties the people of Ireland laboured 
under from the reſtrictions laid upon their trade, nor the di- 
refſes which were the conſequences of thoſe reſtrictions. 
What Parliament might do, was not for him to foretell, nor 
dictate ; but he preſuined, they would come with the beſt diſ- 
poſitions towards their brethren in Ircland, and grant them 
every thing which did not apparently claſh with the eſſential

not to any particular ſet of men, not to the peculiar virtue 
of members of Parliament that the real appeal was due, 
The diſtreſſes of Ireland, the proſpect of extorting relief, had 
made a clamor in Ireland; and truly, if any favourable re- 
verſe of our public affairs is to be ever expected in England, 
that reverſe muſt be owing to ſimilar means. |

nen in office by that ſtandard. The queſtion ought to be, 
an 2 miniſtry be got at preſent better than the preſenv with 
il their faults ? It is objected to the preſent miniſtry, that they 
epend for their exiſtcnce, ſolely on the influence of the Crown, 
nd that of their adherents in the Houſe ; that they have not 
great party on their fide, conſiſting of the great families of 
he-country ; that they are ſupported by no powerful national 
abal, or family connections. Truly I think this much in 
heir favour, If I thought that they kept their places by 
e ſtrength of a faction of this kind, I would vote for their 
mnoval to-morrow. I never deſire to ſee a miniſtry that is 
ot willing, that is not deſirous, that is not obliged to call to 
heir aid, all the virtue, all the abilities of the nation. Bur 
rhatever may be ſaid of the merit or demerit of the preſent 
miniſtry, I think that it would ſound very ill in Ireland, to

Mr. Pr. Mr Burke, after ſome obſervations upon the means which 
he conceived were uſed to prevent him from engaging the 

| attention of the Houſe to this intereſting ſubject, ſaid, 
A generil ſenſe prevails of the profuſion with which il 
our affairs are carried on, and with it a general wiſh for ſone 
fort of reformation. That deſire for reformation operate 
every where, except where it ought to operate moſt ftrong), 
in this Houſe. The propoſition. which has been lately mig 
by a truly noble Duke, and thoſe propoſitions which are thi 
very day making, in the other Houſe, by a noble Lord cf 
great talents, induſtry, and eloquence, are, in my opinist, 
z reproach tous. To us who claim the exclufive manage. 
ment bf the public purſe, all interference of the Lords, in 
our peculiar province, is a reproach, It may be ſomethi 
worſe than 2 reproach ; for, if the Houſe of Lords ſha 
aſſume, or, if you pleaſe, ſhould uſurp the performance of 4 
duty of ours which 'we neglect, they will be ſupported int 
nſurpation that is neceſſary to the public. Privileges (em 
ſuch privileges as ours) are loft by neglect, as well as byabuf: 
and whenever it becomes evident, that they are kept upu 
gratifications of pride and ſelf. importance, inſtead of being 
employed as inſtruments of public good, their ſtability wil 
be only equal to their value. Oid Parliamentary forms mt 
privileges ate no trifles. I very freely grant it. But ti 
nation calls for ſomething more ſubſtantial than the verybeſtd 
them: and if form and duty are to be ſeparated, they vil 
prefer the duty without the form, to the form withour th 
duty.“ If both Lords and Commons ſhould conſpire int 
neßtzlect of duty, other ways, ſtill more irtegufar than tl 
interference of the Lords may now appear, will be reſom

What taxes are we to lay for funding; theſe millions ? Which 
of our taxes already granted, for theſe three years paſt, arg 
not deficient? Not one, in my opinion. We muſt tax 
for what is to come; we mult tax for what is paſt; or we 
Hall be at a dead ſtand in all the operations of the war. | 
Are we to conceal from ourſelves, that the omnigotence of 
economy alone has, from the rubbiſh and wrecks, and 
fragments of the late war, already created a marine fox 
France? Are we not informed, that in the diſpoſition and 
ray of the reſources of that country, there is a reſerve not 
jt brought forward, very little ſhort of an annual two mil- 
ions and an. balf, in the war taxes? Againſt this maſked 
battery, whenever it ſhall be opened in the conflict of finance 
between the two nations, we have not a ſingle work thrown 
up to cover us. We have nothing at all of the kind to oppoſe 
toit, The keeping this ſupply in reſerve by France, is the 
work of ceconomy, of cxconomy in a court formerly the 
moſt prodigal, and in an adminiſtration of finance the molt 
diſorderly and corrupt. Abſolute monarchies have been uſu- 
ally the ſeats of diſſipation and profuſion; republics of order 
and good management. France appears to be improved. On 
pur part, indeed we are not- we are not indeed, what we 
have been. And, in our preſent ſtate, if we will not ſubmit 
— taught, by an enemy, we muſt ſubmit to be ruined by 
im. 


On tbis ſubject of axconomy, on the other ſide of the Houſe 
they haye not ſo much as dropped a ſingle expreſſion; they 
have not even thrown,an oblique hint, which glances that 
way, A very ingenious. gentleman. of gteat conſideration, 

connected with miniſtry, has. publiſhed a, book, much of 
which is on the ſubject of finance; the fruit of the throws 

and labour - pangs of miniſtry to bring forth taxes, in erder to 
people the waſte. they have made in the public ſtock. This 

gentleman has ranſacked every thing, every thing at home and 

abroad, ancient and modern, to find taxes ſor. that length of 
war, with the proſpect of which he flatters his readers: but 

though he looks into every corner in the courſe of his i 


guiſitive and learned reſearch, and deſcends almoſt to chuſt

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his noſe into the urine-tubs of Veſpaſian; yet in all thi, 
training and ſtretching for revenue, he never has once h 
much as thought of ceconomy, It ſeems to him a thin 
wholly out of the queſtion; though the Dutch practice, a0 
Roman principle, to which, he looks on other | occaſions 
Might have taught him that old and true leſſon, Magnus 
e [ | * 1 
5 The noble Lord in the blue ribbon, has been fo hail 
driven, that he has bad recourſe even to the impracticable in 
taxation. Laſt year he recommended the ſcheme of a worthy 
member of this Houſe, conceived on the moſt Jaudable mo- 
tives, though, in my opinion, not well conſidered. The 
ſcheme was for raiſing our ſupplies within the year. The 
noble Lord recommended that ſcheme, dec laring at the ſame 
time that be did not know how to put it in practice —he, the 
mihifter of finance! It is however fingular, that in all his 
begettings and adoptions, in all his ſchemes, practicable and 
impracticable, he has never once dreamt of economy. 

In the Houſe of Lords, the firſt propoſrtion towards cco- 
nomy, by a noble Duke, was rejected by miniſters; and but 
for one reaſon ; and that juſt the moſt whimſical in the wort): 
That it would lower the ſpirits of the people. Very inge. 
nous, indeed ! that the ceconomical conduct of their affirg 
would lower the ſpirits of the people. Not having atiy « 
their Lordſhips delicate feelings in my plebian conftitution, 
know not what to make of this ſort of irritability of their 
fibres. Such nervous ſenſations are always hea and 
diſtempered. I know that hypochondrical people fwoon it 
perfumes, and are recreated by a ſtench. But I truſt there i 
enough of health and found ſtuff in the habĩts of Engliſh 
men to reliſh things according to their genuine nature; that 
they, will not take mortal offence at not being taxed to the 
quick; and that they will rather be animated 'with freſh ſpirit 
under their burthens, when they know that not a ſhilling is

lat the miniſters, whoſe duty it is, and 'wh6ſe place 
furniſhes them with the beſt means of doing that duty, refuſe 
to do, let us attempt to do ſor them.

They 
move in a circle ; they become reciprocally cauſe and effect, 
and the aggregate product of both is ſwelled to ſuch a degree, 
that not only our power as a ſtate, but every vital energy; 
every active principle of our liberty will be overlaid by it. 
To this cauſe I attribute that nearly general indifference to 
al public intereſts, which for ſome years has aſtoniſhed every 
man of thought and reflection. Formerly the operation of 
the influence of the Crown only touched the higher orders of 
the ſtate, It has now inſinuated itſelf into every creek. and 
cranny in the kingdom. There is ſcarce a family fo hidden 
and loſt in the obſcureſt receſſes of the community, which 
does not feel that it has ſomething to keep or to get, to hope 
or to fear, from the favour or diſpleaſure of the Crown. a 

The worſt of public prodigality is, that what is ſquandered 
i not ſimply loſt. It is the ſource of much poſitive evil.

Of the powder of the Boyne, he ſaid, no account had hi. 
therto come to the board of ordnance, and all he knew of her

With regard to the St. Albans, he ſaid, that ſhe was fitted 
out at Portſmouth in March 1777, and had received no ſup 
ply of powder abroad; that in Auguſt 1979, when ſhe re- 
turned to Spithead, ſhe was furnithed with fifty barrels of 
freih powder to make up the neceſſary quantity; but that a 
ſhe did not come into harbour, the condition of the powder 
brought home in her could not undergo examination; that 
in all probability, however, it muſt be in a damaged ſtate, 
from the cauſes he had before aſſigned, eſpecially as ſhe bad 
been out two years and an half, during the whole of which 
period the had been in conſtant active ſervice in North Ame- 
ricaand the Weſt Indies, and could have had few, if any, 
opportunities of airing and ſhifting her powder. 

Of the Nonſuch, no report had yet been made ; but he 
knew that ſhe was ſupplied at Plymouth ſo long ago as Fe- 
bruary 1777. 

The Iſis, he ſaid, had had her powder ſtill longer on board, 
near three years; that ſhe took in her proportion in Decem- 
ber 1776; that on the fourteenth September 1779, Captain 
Rayner, the commander, on his arrival in port, repreſented, 
that during the whole of that time her powder had never 
been aired or ſhifted ; that all her powder was hereupon car 
ried aſhore at Portſmouth, the quantity being one hundred 
and fixty-three barrels, every one of which, from the cir- 
cumftances mentioned, appeared, upon ſurvey, to be en- 
tirely ſpoiled. 

Ihe Preſton was fitted out for North America in Febru - 
ary 1776, In June 1776, ſhe was ſupplied at Halifax with 
one hundred and ten barrels; in December following, ſhe 
obtained two hundred barrels from the — of the Boyne; 
and in April 1778, ſhe had a ſupply of powder, which wat 
probably: prize-powder, at New York. The board of ord- 
nance had no other particulars concerning her, but there bad 
been no complaints of her powder ; and though ſome of it

aud much had been ſaid without doors upon the condition in 
hich her powder was found. | 

The Monmouth, he continued, received her full propor- 
jon of gun-powder for foreign ſervice, being 318 barrels, at 
Plymouth on the 28th of April 1778, and this of the very 
felt quality. She returned to Plymouth on the 12th of 
Ddober laſt; upon a furvey, twelve barrels only of her 
hole ſtock remaining, which was 210 barrels, turned out fit 
or ſervice, 198 being abſolutely condemned: ſhe had had no 
upply 5 But the gunner reported that upon examina- 
on he found the powder fitted into cannon cartridges excee - 
ingly damp, and that about two-thirds of the quantity in 
e barrels were conſolidated into hard cakes.

It is not as yet in our power to lay beſore your Exccllency 
2 ſtate for the year ending at Lady-day laſt, the collectors 
not having all paſſed their accounts ior that year; but judg- 
ing from the general deficiency of the King's revenue, and 
from the crying neceſſities of a numerous poor, we have not 
any reaſon to think, that the accounts of the year to Lady - 
day 177%, would furniſh a more favourable ſtate of our trade 
and manufactures. Our ſtaple export, the. linen manufac - 
ture, requires that we thould ſpeak ſomewhat more particu- 
larly on an article of fo much unportancc. 

The firſt check given thereto was by the American non- 
importation agreement, at which time the vent being ſtopped 
of the ſtock of our linens then on hand in London, the de- 
mand fell fo low as to bring on the following year a number 
of hankruptcies 3 about the fame time the full revival of the 
manufacture in Germany, after a repote from a long and 
ruinous war, created a formidable rivalilip even in the mar- 
kets of Great Britain; the conſequence from whence were ſo 
leverely felt, that this country thought it expedient to ap- 
ply to the Parliament of Great Britain for relief; but upon 
a full inveſtigation it did not ſeem poſſible to grant aſſiſtance to 
Ireland, without doing it at the expence of the trade, manu- 
facture, and connections of other countries. The flouriſh- 
ing condition of Scotland, improving as ſhe does under an 
equal participation with England in trade to the whole world, 
bas raiſed another powerful competitor in the ſame branch. 
It is true, chat the exports of our linen in the year ending at 
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Lady-day 1778, was as great as in any year ſince 1771: 
but we are of opinion the manufacture maintaining itſelf z 
that time is to be imputed to the levies of ſoldiers, and th, 
preparations for war made throughout Germany, and we my 
expect that the late peace will reſtore the German manufac 
ture to its full vigour, and renew the diſtreſs which !relan! 
has felt in that inſtance; and in tlie preſent circumſtances d 
the kingdom, this general obtervation is worthy of confiderz. 
tion, that altho' the actual quantity of our trade ſhiould og 
decreaſe, yet if the number of our people be greater thy 
tormerly, and our trade ſhould fail to encreaſe in the ſem 
proportion, the failure muſt be confidered as a relative d. 
creaſe, and be equally pregnant with ill. As to our woo!!n 
manufactures, the leaſt valuable part thereof (that is ſuch 
coarſe cloth or trize as ſerve our common labourers) is fil 
manufactured in the country; but it will appear to your E. 
cellency, by the incloſed account of the finer woollen cloth; 
imported from Great Britain, how much that manufaQur 
hath declined in this country; this is moſt ſenſibly felt in tis 
capital, where unfortunately the bulk of our manutaRuresia 
that commodity are ſettled, and where houſe-rent and provi 
ſions are dearer than in any other part of the kingdom; and 
it is no feeble proof of the healthfulne!s of this city, that it 
is not ſubject to peſtilential diftempers, notwithſtanding thi 
the quarter occupied by thoſe poor manufacturers is fo thick 
Iv inhabited, that many families are obliged to live in ce 
and the fame room. The diſtreſſed and impoveriſſied ſtate df 
this kingdom being the motive, and the promoting the com: 
mon ſtrength, wealth, and commerce or Great Britain and 
Ireland, being the end propoſed in the addreties of the tuo 
Houſes of Parliament to his Majeſty, your Excellency . 
quires us to lay beſore you the cautes of the one, and ttt 
means of obtaining the other; and if the ſubjects were not « 
uncommon concerp and importance, we ſhould avoid entering 
into a diſcuſſion of ſo much difficulty and delicacy, i 
which we muſt ſtep a little beyond the narrow line of our lu- 
ſineſs, to treat of a ſubject which will not in many inſtances 
admit of authentic documents ; but we ſhall proceed humbly 
to offer our opinion of the cauſes to which the diſtreſſed and 
impoveriſhed ſtate of this kingdom is to be attributed, 
founded upon facts which, though from their nature theſ 
cannot be digeſted into the form of an account, are yet of ſud 
pniyerſal and public notoriety, as that we think they canndl 
be coutroverted, The firſt and hcavieſt weight againſt the 
; improvement 
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improvement of this country, and which daily increaſes, in 
the ballance between England and Ireland, is the continued 
continual drain of moncy from the eſtates of perſons of pro- 
perty in this country, reſident in England, the profufion of 
wealth poured into England after the laſt peace, funk the in- 
tereſt of money there ſo low, that ſeveral perſons found the 
ayantage of purchaſing eſtates in this kingdom rather than 
in England ; the ſame cauſe induced gentlemen of this coun- 
ry, who wiſhed to raiſe money for the purpoſes of their own 
onvenience, to ſcek it in England, the rents of the old eſtates 
if abſentees have, from the ſame period, riſen exceeding- 
upon the new ſetting of leaſes, except where ſome land- 
ords have followed the practice of taking heavy fines ; the 
raft of theſe fines, intereſt money, and rents, together 
rich the annuities and intereſt upon our public loans (the 
ubſeriptions to which have, from the poverty of this country, 
cen moſtly filled from Great Britain and foreign parts): All 
neſe concurring circumitances having gradually encreaſed, 
e now come to ſuch a height, as to require an uncommon 
alance of trade in our favour, to enable us even to exiſt as 
commercial nation; but when this ruining evil combines 
ith the decay of our trade, and the decline of our manufac- 
| res, mixed with other diforders of our conſtitution, the 
ht iſtrelſed ſtate of this kingdom is no longer to be wondered 
| f. Another cauſe of the inſtant dittrets of this kingdom, 
attribute to its population, which, although it be the 
urce of wealth and proſperity to a country enjoying the ad- 
ntages of trade and commerce, 1s at preſent a ſerious evil 
this nation, where the people have not ſufficient employ- 
ent; for although the deſertion of our inhabitants hath ex- 
ted ſince the Revolution, and of late years, ſince the peace 
1703, it hath been ſo conſiderable as to create a fear in 
me, that this country would in a ſhort time be depopulat- 
That fear, however, did not prevail with thoſe who 
marked the great increaſe of buildings in moſt of our towns, 
d the univerſal riſe of rents, and of the price of lands; two 
rcumſtances which could hardly have concurred, if the num- 
r of people in the country had not encreaſed ; and we be- 
e that in ſo healthful and temperate a climate mankind will 
ultiply exceedingly, unleſs war, peſtilence, or famine, 
ould ſweep them away. The temptations to emigration 
em this country to America, have always been very great, 
dm the exceeding cheapneſs of land there, the high price of 
our, and the extraordinary value of every ſpecies of art 
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and manufacture, to which has gradually been added the jy, 
ducement from relationſhip and connexion with former ſe. 
tlers : partial diſcontents on this fade have ſomewhat conti. 
buted to the ſame effect, ariſing perhaps from failures ary 
diſappointments in a limited trade, or from diſagreement i 
religious opinions. In America every handicraft is ſure g 
employment, and every religious vrofetion finds an eſtabliſel 
communion in {ome of the colonies ; but upon the breaking 
out of open hoſtilities, and on the American declaration d 
independence, emigration from this country entirely ſtoppch 
and at the ſame time the whole of our export trade thither, 
ſo that the number of our people being encreaſed, and th 
call for our manufactures being decreaſed, ſufficient employ. 
ment cannot be found for hands accuſtomed to the loom, 
and which cannot be ſuddenly turned to agriculture ; and 
will be admitted that the preſent diſtreſſes would have ben 
much more ſeverely felt if numbers of artizans had not eu- 
liſted in the army, and if charitable contributions had na 
provided relief for the moſt indigent in our houſes of indi- 
try. The populouſneſs of Ireland, and its incapacity of H 
ing the people full employment, has always been experienct 
by numbers, who go every year to England, to work at th 
early harveſt, not having then means of acquiring ſubtiſtanc 
at home, it appears as a ſoleciſm to affign the encreaſe of pv 
pulation as a cauſe of the declenſion of the manufactures; but 
when it is conſidered, that thoſe people have not emploj 
ment, and that with the low price of the manufactures u 
foreign markets, the value of money at home hath not faule 
and that the profits of induſtry are carried out of the county 
to our numerous abſentees; theſe explain why our circul 
tion ſhould be flow, and the condition of our manufa eder 
rers of courſe languid and declining. Whenever Ameri 
{hall be in a ſettled ſtate, let that ſtate be under what cM 
dition it may, we muſt expect that the emigration from th 
country will be more numerous than ever, and that d 
working heads eſpecially will carry with them, not only ti 
preſent wealth of this country, but the means of moſt effec 
tually preventing a return thercof hereafter, by the cl 
bliſhment of their manufactures in America; the colt 
quence to Great Britain, as well as to Ireland, from fulgh"* ar 
migration, need not be inſiſted upon. We do thereſm 
Zumbly offer our opinion, that the keeping the people 8 1 
Eis country at home, and giving them ſuch means of occi 
pation, as will ſave them from poverty and repining, is and 
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jet well worthy the attention of the national wiſdom ; to ac- 
compliſh which purpoſe, we do not ſee any likelihood of ſuc- 
teſs, unleſs from an extention of our trade, and particu- 


jarly the liberty of importation directly from thoſe countries 
to which we have now the liberty to export : but before we 


enter fully upon this 1 it is neceſſary to take a ſlight

Iam III. which prohibited the importation of any goods 
Ireland from the plantations, on any pretence; ſo that 
en goods ſaved out of ſhips wrecked on our ſhore, cannot 
diſpoſed of here. Thus the plantation trade, both of im- 
ort and export was forbidden to us, and remained fo for 
me years, The total reſtriction from trade deterred peo- 
e from ſettling or continuing in a country, ſo ſtigmatized 
You; XVI.

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and rejected; and accordingly we find the emigration of 
the proteſtants loudly complained of, and certainly, if the 
ſeverities exerciſed in France againſt the reforined religion, 
had not driven the perſecuted inhabitants to ſeek a refugy 
even here, we ſhould not now have preſerved our linen ma. 
nufacture. The neceffity of ſupporting the proteſtant inte. 
reſt in Ireland, is declared in the Engliſh ſtatute of 3&0 
Queen Anne, to be the reaſon of the partial repeal of tte 
beforementioned act of 15 Charles II. and for the permiſ. 
ſion then granted by theftatute to export our linen to Ame 
rica. Further experience taught, and it is declared in the 
Britiſh act of 4 George II. that the total reſtriction of 
of our imports from the plantations, was a great prejudice 
to the trade and navigation of Great Britain and the planu- 
tions; to remedy which, that law permits us to import 
goods of the plantations, except ſugars, tobacco, cotton- 
wool, indigo, ginger, ſpetle-wood, dying-woods, rice, mo- 
lafſes, furs, copper ore, pitch, tar, turpentine, maſts, yard 
and bowſprits, to which liſt of excepted articles, are addeh Wn!

trade, and from the whole humbly offer the following draught of an
